the township due to lack of funds. You 
took this action in spite of the fact that 
there were several alternatives available 
to you. Illinois State law holds township 
government responsible for gMng emer- 
gency aid to needy residents through the 
general assistance program. Since this 
function is not now being fulfilled, we 
would like to receive answers to the fol- 
lowing questions. 


1. On May 28 we informed the township 


supervisor that you can petition Judge 
O'Brien of Circuit Court for release of 
some of the frozen township funds for 
use in giving general assistance. It is 
necessary to show that no funds are now 
available and that there are people in 
need of help. This action should have 
been taken when it became apparent to 
you that the fund was depleted, thus 
avoiding interruption of services. Instead 
the board has refused to take this ob- 
vious action. Why have you neglected to 
petition the court for this money? 


2. THE TOWNSHIP has received 


$30,000 from the state for the sale of 
property. Feeling that a portion of this 
money should be used for aid, we peti- 
tioned you to call a special town meeting 


in order to transfer some of the money 
into the general assistance fund. You re- 
fused to call such a meeting on the ad- 
vice of your attorney who stated that the 
citizens' petition did not comply with the 
law. The law does provide that you, the 
board of auditors, can call a special town 
meeting without being petitioned by the 
residents. We would like to know why 
you have not called the meeting on your 
own as you are empowered to do? 


3. Being concerned for the welfare of 


the needy people who might be turned 
away by your office, we discussed with 
the supervisor and social worker the oth- 
er avenues of emergency aid available in 
this area. We were assured by them that 
aid recipients would be guided to other 
agencies nearby for help. Now in check- 
ing with Norwesco, we find that no one 
has come to them for aid as a result of 
referral from the township office. Have 
you informed by letter the people who 
were cut off earlier than you will refer 
them to other agencies? Are you contin- 
uing to see new applicants to determine 
their eligibility and to refer them to the 
proper agencies for help? If not, have 
you removed the two social workers 
from the payroll? 


IT IS UNFORTUNATE if we have 


drawn the wrong conclusion, but it would 
seem from your inactivity and lack of 
initiative in these matters that you are 
neglecting your responsibilities to the 
citizens of Elk Grove Township. You 
have announced to the newspapers that 
you have cut off general assistance due 
to lack of funds, but we, as private citi- 
zens, have discovered several alterna- 
tives which might alleviate the present 
conditions and which you, our elected of- 
ficials, should have known about.

Kuhn realized a mutual aid system was 
needed in the Northwest suburbs which 
would bring additional equipment to the 
scene with minimal radio communication

This week, as a result of a report on 


the radio situation Kuhn made to Elk 
Grove Fire Chief Allen Hulett and Roll- 
ing Meadows Fire Chief Tom Fogarty, 
six departments, are organizing a mutual 
aid plan which will automatically send 
certain equipment to a location once a 
general radio call goes out. 


ELK GROVE. ROLLING Meadows, Ar- 


lington Heights, Palatine, Mount Pros- 
pect and Hoffman Estates are the nucle- 
us towns. 


Each school, apartment complex, in- 


dustrial site, church, and shopping cen- 
ter will be given a "phantom box num- 
ber" which, when called over the radio, 
will let other departments know what 
hind of assistance they are to send. 


"For example, Three Fountains would 


nave a certain box number. When that 
phantom box number is radioed, Pala- 
tine would check the list and know what 
equipment it was to send where for that 
»j»ciflc box number," Lt. Ted Loesch of 
Rofflng Meadows Fire District said. 


B«««ntial areas would be divided into 


sections and have phantom box numbers 
like the large buildings. 


Once a plan is drawn up, it will be 


presented to area chiefs at an Illinois 
Professional Fire 
Chiefs 
Association 


meeting July 25. 


INITIALLY, EACH fire department 


will have 100 box numbers available to 
assign. The numbers correspond with the 
call numbers for each department's 
equipment. Rolling Meadows will have 
the 500's, Arlington Heights 200's, Pala- 
tine 700's, Mount Prospect 500's, Elk 
Grove 100's and Hoffman Estates JOO's. 


"These are 
the five 
towns, plus 


Schaumburg whom we have to talk to 
yet, Rolling Meadows would have mutual 
assistance from and for," Loesch said. 


Mount Prospect and Arlington Heights 


already move into each others fire 
houses to cover when equipment is gone, 
as do Arlington Heights, Palatine and 
Rolling Meadows. 


WITH THE PHANTOM box mutual as- 


sistance plan, Elk Grove might develop 
an automatic mutual assistance program 
with Wood Dale, Itasca and Bensenville. 
Mount Prospect might set one up with 
Des Plaines, Skokie and Niles. In this 
way, an automatic code system would 
spread throughout the area. 


"The idea started a couple of years 


ago," Rolling Meadows Fire Chief Fo- 
garty said. "But it was the Three Foun- 
tains fire which gave impetus to getting 
something done. We hope, in the future, 
to develop a communications center for 
the fire departments in the area. This 
will probably come as more departments

What started out as curiousity turned 


into fun and excitement in Mobile, Ala., 
for Marilyn Raedel, 1970 Illinois' Junior 
Miss.

The University of Illinois placed the larg- 
est number — 64 — while Illinois State 
University placed 42 and Northern Illi- 
nois University placed 34. 


Other colleges represented included 


Southern Illinois University, Western Illi- 
nois University, University of Illinois 
Circle Campus, Olivet Nazarene, North- 
eastern 111. State College, Trinity College 
and DePaul University. 


A total of 30 student teachers gradu- 


ated from the high school district in 
which they taught — Dist. 214. A total of 
17 graduated from Maine Dist. 207, 14 
from Bensenville and two from Palatine- 
Schaumburg Dist. 211. The rest gradu- 
ated from high schools across the state. 


This fall, Dist. 214 will work with the 


University of Illinois in a cooperative 
teaching venture. Students from that uni- 
versity will be taking education courses 
in Dirt. 214 as they teach. District offi- 
cials state the new program, under dis- 
cussion for months, will mark the begin- 
ning in a new trend in teacher education. 


"Long-range plans would see our dis- 


trict as a very real extension of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois campus with student 
t e a c h e r supervision and education 
courses being handled totally by 214 per- 
sonnel," Fischer said.

Chapman would look at the vote on the 
bill in the Senate, she'd find it was ap- 
proved 52-0, and that means Democrats 
had to vote for it too " 


JONES SAID assistant superintendents 


must meet rigid standards before quali- 
fying for the job and added that he had 
seven years of special education experi- 
ence in Palatine before taking the assist- 
ant superintendent position. 


"The legislation calling for additional 


assistant superintendents was based on 
the recommendation of a consulting firm 


which recommended that the county of- 
fice be decentralized to provide more 
service to suburban school districts," he 
said. 


"We want to provide better service to 


school districts and we want to do it on a 
more local level," he added.

Can Be Killers

Whenever the weather becomes pleas- 


ant, 
many parents and children turn to 


the outdoors for work and recreation. 
This is when most plant poisonings of 
small children occur. 


The mother and father leave the small 


child unattended for just a few seconds 
but during this time the child manages to 
cat leaves, berries, bulbs, stems and 
flowers of a plant in the garden 


In cases where the parents do not 


know what the plant is or how much has 
been eaten, much less whether the plant 
is poisonous or not, it is best to react as 
though the plant is poisonous. 


The doctor should be called im- 


mediately and, if possible, the remainder 
of the plant from which the child has 
eaten or a substantial sample of it should 
be taken to the doctor's office or to your 
local hospital poison center. Having the 
plant may assist the doctor in treating 
the child

School Dist. 214's Comm 75 will meet at 
7:30 tonight at 799 W. Kensington, Mount 
Prospect, to draft a preliminary report 
on extending the school year.

Wheels at Last? 


The Way We See It 


Hanrahan Idea Good 


A proposal which would greatly 


help suburban juvenile officers in 
their h^ht against delinquency has 
been made by Cook County State's 
Atty. Edward V. Hanrahan. 


Hanrahan has urged Chief Judge 


John S Bo>le of the Circuit Court 
of Cook County to initiate a "trav- 
eling" juvenile court which would 
spend one day each week in each of 
the five circuit districts surround- 
ing Chicago. 


The need for decentralized juve- 


nile court has repeatedly been 
cited by suburban juvenile officers. 


Currently, all juvenile offenses in 


the county are sent to the Juvenile 
Court in Chicago 


This has greatly inconvenienced 


suburban juvenile authorities who 
do not usually have the time to 
take a juvenile offender to Chicago 
and wait several hours, for his case 
to be called. 


Also, because of the vast differ- 


ence in juvenile offenses between 
Chicago and the suburbs, many 
juvenile officers have been reluc- 
tant to take a suburban youth, who 
may be a glue-sniffer or minor 
shoplifter, into a court with juve- 
niles arrested for rape, murder 
and other major crimes. 


As a result, suburban juvenile of- 


ficers have relied on the "station 
adjustment" to handle their cases. 
Rather than taking the offender to 
the city, the police and parents 
reach an agreement on how the 
youth should be supervised. 


This is not always the best way 


to discourage young 
offenders 


from repeating their crimes, but it 
may be the lesser of two evils. Ex- 
posure to hardened youth offenders 
probably is not a better way to 
rehabilitate juveniles. 


Under Hanrahan's proposal, a 


"circuit riding team" of juvenile 


court judge, clerk, public defender 
and assistant state's attorney 
would spend one day each week in 
the five suburban districts. 


All juvenile matters originating 


in that district would be heard 
there by the assigned judge. 


Another benefit of the proposal, 


Hanrahan correctly indicates, is 
that greater local attention would 
be called to the juvenile problems 
and juvenile offenses, something 
that is not now being done by juve- 
nile officers "adjusting" a case in 
the local police station. 


Juvenile offenders would learn 


that their actions are not going to 
be taken lightly and dismissed in 
their own community, and the 
communities would learn what the 
problems are. 


Hanrahan's proposal is an ex- 


cellent one and should be given 
m u c h consideration by Judge 
Boyle.

Making Democracy Work

"What can you do' It's the democratic 


process." sighed one trustee at the end 
of a four-hour village boaid meeting 
Monday in Buffalo Giove 


In those four hours the trustee and his 


fellow village board members had taken 
a verbal lambasting from almost 400 vil- 
lage residents, most of whom were vic- 
tims either of the flooding problems or of 
the water shortage 


THOUGH HE PROBABLY wished he 


wasn't, that trustee was correct — per- 
sons speaking their minds to their elect- 
ed leaders Is "the democratic prcess" 
— or rather, part of the democratic pro- 
cess 


Buffalo Grove voters elected members 


of the village board to guide their village 
and to protect it against just such situ- 
ations as those they were there to com- 
plain about Monday. 


When elected officials fail to do the 


things voters wont them to, those voters 
have a right - no, a duty - to question 
them. 


Questions and suggestions alike came 


from residents. Among the more con- 
structive (and one that was adopted 
unanimously by the village board) was to 
set up a fact-finding committee, made up 
of citizens, some trustees and the village 
engineer. The committee would delve 
into both the water shortage and the 
flooding problems. 


MORE IMPORTANT than digging into 


the causes of the problem* the com* 


mittee would also seek ways to solve the 
problems once and for all. 


This committee could be nothing more 


than a joke, or it could be a helpful, con- 
structive watchdog for the village. 


Residents asked, and they got, an ave- 


nue to participate in solving some of the 
problems in the village. And if they will 
become involved in the group, show the 
necessary interest and perseverance, 
then they might get somewhere. 


Another avenue for residents is to sign 


up as witnesses for the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission hearing that will be 
held on the water shortage. Village offi- 
cials are filing the complaint, but it will 
take residents' testimony if anything is 
to be done by the ICC. 


RESIDENTS CHARGED Monday their 


village board was unresponsive. And to a 
certain degree that has been true. But, 
now a couple of avenues have been 
opened for residents to make their gov- 
ernment more responsive. Hopefully resi- 
dents will use those avenues to their full- 
est potential. 


And, don't forget participation is also a 


part of the democratic process. 


The City Beat 
Wet? Make CALM Call

When it rains, it pours. And there is 


very little anybody can do about it. 


But from the phone calls which came 


into city hall after the flash rain Tuesday 
morning, it seems people want someone 
to do something for them, right away. 


THE CITY CAN help pump water out 


of basements, providing people will wait 
until one o! three pumps is available It 
can't do anything with the storm water 
which collects in streets and backyards 
except to come out and watch it. Occa- 
sionally, a clogged sewer is the problem 
and that can be remedied, but most of 
the time, residents have to wait until the 
water subsides. 


Naturally people are upset when they 


get water in their basement and their 
first impulse is to call city hall and com- 
plain. There is little city hall can do. 
With all the lines full much of the time, 
the city manager, superintendent of pub- 
lic works, police department and office 
girls can't come out and help pump. 


DURING BIG RAINS, many people 


have water problems, most of which are 
not noticed until the water starts to come

in. The best thing to do if you do get 
water is to get valuables out of the way 
and then call and ask for help getting rid 
of the water. 


Complaining by whining and cussing 


over the telephone won't help. City offi- 
cials do want to know where the problem 
areas are so they can work on them after 
the rain and water sudside, and they 
don't mind informative calls telling them 
what is happening in your area, or even 
hardship cases where help is needed. 


This is an unusual year with two big 


rain storms within two weeks of each 
er. Those who had water in their homes 
June 3 probably had it again June 16. 
Many of the causes of storm sewer over- 
flow are larger than the City of Rolling 
Meadows. The public works department 
will try to help where it can, but you 
must remember that after a big rain, the 
d e p a r t m e n t itself is flooded with 
requests. 


P U B L I C 
WORKS Supt. James 


McFeggan has a policy of having the city 
handle and pay half for work on water 
problems, but his department takes on 
individual projects in addition to the nor- 
mal work load. There is some time to 
work on individual problems, but not 40 
hours a week. 


If you have a water problem, you 


should call city hall to get help so it 
won't happen again. Don't call when you 
are angry and upset. You don't help 
yourself or the city solve the problem. 
Wait until you calm down, then be per- 
sistent. You'll get a lot more cooperation 
from those who can help alleviate your 
flooding.

The whole country is 
an extension of the Love Thy Neighbor 
ideal, for the whole country is made up 
of neighbors to each other; neighboring 
states, neighboring cities ... all respon- 
sible for carrying out the ideals and val- 
ues on which our country was founded " 


One begins to feel even more in- 


ordinately proud when told that this 
speech was directed to her Dad and that 
she felt he was doing what he must. Pro- 
test' No sir, not in "pique" or "anger" 
or "exasperation," just plain concern!

BLUE STEAK SAUCE 


Blend together three parts American

A. Sundllng's culinary success. A young 
Rotting Meadows homemaker, she has 
already acquired considerable skill as 
well u a reputation for being a good 
cook. 


Melody Sundling credits her mother-in- 


law, an expert cook and gracious host- 
ess, as her inspiration, and her husband 
for being appreciative of good food and 
receptive to new concoctions. 


"Dave likes interesting dishes and en- 


courages me to try a variety of recipes," 
says Melody. 


As a young bride, she avidly read 


cookbooks and experimented. She then 
began to improvise and now devises reci- 
pes of her own, gleaning ideas here and 
there to put together an exciting gustato- 
ry delight. 


ONE OF HER most impressive dinners 


features Crabmeat and Chicken Crepes 
After trying several pancake recipes, 
Melody found that she likes Fanny 
Farmer's the best She uses this to make 
the crepes, which she prepares anywhere 
from a day to a week in advance. They 
will keep well for two days in the refrig- 
erator or for a week in the freezer. 


"The pancakes are rubbery v hen first 


made," Melody explains, "but their tex- 
ture improves considerably, becoming 
light and delicate after they are filled 
and baked." 


Melody adapted a crabmeat appetoer 


recipe for one of the fillings In this, the 
crabmeat 
is combined 
with cream 


cheese zipped up with Italian seasonings 
and Worcestershire sauce Rolled up in- 
side the pancakes, the filled crepes art 
baked in a tasty cream cheese sauce 


SO THAT HER guests may have a 


choice, she also makes an appealing 
chicken and mushroom filling. These 
crepes are baked in a sherry-flavored 
white sauce topped with a liberal sprin- 
kling of parmesan cheese. Their taste is 


similar to that of Chicken Tetrazzim, ac- 
cording to Melody. 


Because the crepes are rich and 


hearty, she likes simple accompaniments 
such as a big green salad and French 
bread spread with garlic or dill butter. 
Preferring fresh spinach to lettuce, she 
adapted the dressing for a wilted lettuce 
salad for the spinach. 


"Two pounds of spinach looks like an 


enormous amount," Melody explains,

"but when the hot dressing is poured 
over it, the spinach wilts and the quan- 
tity reduces considerably in size " 


She mixes green onions in with the 


greens and garnishes the salad with 
slices of hard-cooked eggs and bacon 
bits. Because of its tangy, sweet-sour fla- 
vor, this salad is excellent to serve as a 
flavor contrast with the rich crepes It 
also makes an appealing accompaniment 
for grilled meats during the summer 
months. 


FOR DESSERT THIS good cook sug- 


gests Frozen Kahlua Pie made from an- 
other recipe which she devised herself 


"It's easy to prepare and can be made 


days in advance," Melody declares 


Crushed chocolate wafers spiced with a 


bit of cinnamon are used for the crust, 
while the filling simply consists of coffee 
ice cream blended with Kahlua, a coffee- 
flavored liqueur. Stored in the freezer, 
the pie is served garnished with choco- 
late shavings. The combination of choco- 
late and coffee give the total effect of a 
rich and delicious mocha-flavored des- 
sert.

cooking is Melody's enjoyment of arts 
and crafts and sewing. These hobbies 
come in handy for activities with her 
children, Stacy, 5, and Charlie, 3, and as 
the advisor for the Campfire Girls Hori- 
zon Club in Rolling Meadows.

CRABMEAT and CHICKEN CREPES 


Pancakes: 
2 eggs, beaten 
1 cup milk 


J/2 teaspoon salt 
1 cup flour 
Beat all ingredients together in a bowl. 
Using a little less than Vt cup batter 


per pancake, bake one at a time in a 
greased, 5 to 6-inch skillet. 


Pour in batter and tilt to cover bottom 


of skillet. Cook until golden, about one 
minute for each side. The pancakes 
should be very thin. Makes 12 to 15. This 
recipe should be doubled if both fillings 
are used. 


Stack up and store in refrigerator (will 


keep for 2 days) or in freezer (will keep 
for a week.) 
Crabmeat filling: 
1 cup (1 can) crabmeat 
1 8-ounce package cream cheesee, soft- 
ened 
2 teaspoons Worcestershire sauce 
Vj teaspoon Italian seasonings 


Mix ingredients together, including the 


juice from crabmeat. Spread 2 heaping 
tablespoons of filling down the center of 
each crepe. Roll up and place seam-side 
down in a shallow oven-proof platter or 
baking dish. (This can be done the night 
before.) 


Prepare the following sauce:

WILTED SPINACH SALAD 


2 pounds fresh spinach

Wash spinach, break up in small pieces 


and dry well. Place in salad bowl and 
add given onion.

Fresh, home-grown strawberries are 


always a welcome addition to the market 
place. It is true, of course, that "off sea- 
son" enjoyment of strawberries has im- 
proved with air transportation and prog- 
ress in freezing this highly perishable 
berry. 


The strawberry, which probably ac- 


quired the name from the fact that straw 
is widely used as a week deterrent in its 
culture, is a member of the rose family 
It's known that they have been grown 
since the 14th Century and that as early 
as 1560 strawberries and cream became 
a delicacy of royalty. 


In Italy, plump, fresh strawberries are 


washed gently, marinated m orange 
juice for 30 minutes to an hour, then 
dipped into powdered sugar for serving 
A popular alternate in parts of America 
is to follow the same procedure but to 
sprinkle a bowl of hulled strawberries 
with dark brown sugar 


ANOTHER FAVORITE Italian recipe, 


especially when berries are picked dead 
ripe, is to wash and hull, then crush with 


a potato masher Add to 1 quart crushed 
berries the juice of Vi lemon and grated 
rind of the '-: lemon. Let stand 15 min- 
utes. 


In a saucepan, boil 2 cups sugar in 2 


cups water, then remove from heat and 
add to the crushed strawberry mixture 
Stir well, cook and strain. Fill tall 
glasses with crushed ice and pour in 
each V'i cup of the syrup. Serve with 
cookies to 6 or 8. 


ONE OF THE MOST delightful com- 


binations of strawberries 
and sweet 


cream is Strawberries Romanoff. To 
serve 6 you'll need 3 pints of fresh straw- 
berries Wash gently and hull, slice in 
half Sprinkle with 1/3 cup sugar and 1'3 
cup triple sec (kirsch or rum may be 
substituted) 


Marinate in the refrigerator for 1 hour 


or longer. Whip 2 cups heavy cream until 
cream peaks, add '4 cup sugar and a few 
drops of vanilla extract. Fold the mari- 
nated strawberries into the whipped 
cream and keep very cold. 


This also makes an elegant dessert 


served on a baked meringue. 


SALAD OF SPINACH and green on- 
ions is seasoned by Melody Sundling. 
A hot dressing and garnish of crisp 


water and vinegar. Heat until boiling.

It was late Sunday evening, as the 


taped broadcast of the Western Open 
Golf Tournament was coming to a close. 
Ray Scott — stellar sports announcer — 
began reading off the names of those re- 
sponsible for making the 1970 classic 
such a great success. 


The average person probably dis- 


regards the closing credits of most 
shows, but when the name George Gard- 
ner was read off, golfers in the Arlington 
Heights area should have given a nod of 
recognition for he is a neighbor. 


Gardner, you see, has been almost a 


tournament fixture for nearly a decade 
as the Western's press secretary. For the 
past nine Opens, he has handled the pub- 
licity for Chicagoland's week long spec- 
tacular. 


However, such big jobs have been al- 


ways a part of this man's life. 


A native of Indiana, Gardner went to 


the University of Indiana where he ad- 
mitted he was "a rinky-dink" in sports 
and "always a bench warmer." Although 
his statements are hard to prove, it is 
doubtful that he was as bad as he said he 
was in sports. 


He worked for the Hoosier student 


newspaper, did play-by-play for a local 
radio station and — after graduation — 
served five years as assistant athletic di- 
rector and sports publicity director, 


World War II interrupted Us jobs and 


he served In the Air Force. He recently 
left the reserves as a lieutenant colonel. 


Gardner was recommended as the new 


Indiana athletic director upon his return, 
but the football coach had the inside 


v track. And this turn of events was prob- 
ably a break in his favor. 


He went to Chicago for an interview 


with Avery Brundage, head of the Olym- 
pic Committee, and became the only 
paid employee the committee had for the 
next four years. 


In 1950, Gardner opened his own public 


relations and advertising office in Chi- 
cago and, two years later, received the 
account for the Olympics at Helsinki. 


"I was handling 20 teams then," he 


chirped as he rattled off some of the 
many sports covered in the games. 


Presently, Gardner is directing a great 


deal of his attention to two teams — the 
Kansas City Chiefs and the College All- 
Stars. You see, he also has the account 


for the Chicago Tribune Charities A1I- 
Star Game to be held this August. 


And, if that were not enough big ac- 


counts, be also handles Hawthorne Race 
Track publicity. 


Since the Western Open is still in the 


news, Gardner was asked about the sport 
which he cannot play any more because 
of a war injury. 


The four-day tourney drew approxi- 


mately 60,000 paving customers with the 
biggest attendance day being Friday 
with 17,600 — a record crowd. Gardner 
agreed that Arnold Palmer's position af- 
ter the opening day's play had a lot to do 
with the big turnout. And he added that 
Palmer's presence at any tournament is 
worth "two or three thousand patrons a 
day." 


Gardner and bis good friend, Chick 


Evans — the game's grand old man — 


would love to see their tournament re- 
gain Us rightful position as second only 
to the U.S. Open. This was the case 
years ago, but moving the Western from 
site to site around the country has les- 
sened its prestige. 


"It's gaining momentum by being in 


Chicago every year," says Gardner. "It 
didn't have the opportunity to be built up 
before 1962." 


Although the tourney cannot compete 


with many of the other tour events in 
total prize money, there is a very good 
purse of $130,000 offered. The winner col- 
lects $26,000 — not a small sum at all. 


"We've 
provided 
good tournament 


courses," says Gardner of one of the 
Western's selling points. "We're not sell- 
ing beer or tires, we're selling education. 
The Western Open's objective is not com- 
mercial." 


And that's what it's all about — the 


Evans Fund. This is a means through 
which worthy caddies throughout the 
country can go on to college. 


"Some of the pros, especially the older 


pros, have been caddies — they know 
what the caddie means to golf," he said. 


But many people are not aware of 


what good this scholarship fund has done 
over the years since Evans founded it. 


"Acquainting the people with the schol- 


arship program and putting it (the Open) 
at one club would help tremendously," 
he said while suggesting ways in which 
the Western might regain some of its de- 
serving prestige. 


Rinky-dink? Bench wanner? He might 


have been that while participating in col- 
lege sports, but George Gardner Is ?n 
accomplished performer now and a higb- 
ly regarded sportsman in Chicagoland.

The signatures of six Presidents can be found on the original deeds for 
the land which now comprises tlic private, exclusive community of 
Prcstwick.

over one-half the nation, compared to 
two-thirds of the country a year ago.

Those 
areas with a fi per cent or higher rate 
have nearly doubled, however, and stand 
at close to one-fifth of the nation.

strong rental demand magnified by the 
shortage and price of homes for sale."

Aliens who are planning to leave the 


country are required to obtain a sailing 
or flight permit from the Internal Reve- 
nue Service. 


The alien must apply in person and 


have the necessary information to obtain 
the tax clearance, according to E. P. 
Trainor, district director. 


Sailing or flight permit is the common 


term for Certificate of Compliance re- 
quired of resident aliens leaving the 
country by ship, plane, or other means of 
transportation. U.S. citizens leaving the 
country are not required to obtain sailing 
or flight permits for tax clearance. 


An alien who tries to leave the United 


States without a sailing or flight permit 
will be subjected to an Incometa xaxem- 
ination at the point of departure by an 
IRS employe. He will then be required 
to make out the necessary income tax 
returns and statements and, ordinarily, 
pay any taxes that may be due. 


The departing alien must provide the 


following information and documents to 
obtain a Certificate of Compliance: 


A passport and visa or alien registra- 


tion card, re-entry permit, copies of in- 
come tax returns for 1968, and 1969, 
receipts of tax payments, declarations of 
estimated tax if such form was filed, and 


a statement of income and expenses for 
1970. 


In the Northern Illinois area, aliens 


may apply at the district director's of- 
fice, 17 N. Dearborn St., Chicago, or at 
the local Internal Revenue Service of- 
fices in Joliet, Aurora, Rockford, or Rock 
Island, Waukegan, Des Plaines or Whea- 
ton. 


Departing aliens are asked to apply at 


least two weeks but not earlier than 30 
days before the date of departure. Im- 
portant information may be required be- 
fore the sailing or flight permit is issued. 
Many wait until the last minute and 
sometimes find, to their disappointment, 
that they cannot obtain the required in- 
formation by the date set for departure. 


In Chicago, office hours are 8 a.m. to 


4:30 p.m., Monday through Friday. Ap- 
plicants should appear at least one hour 
before closing time.

The Bureau of Employment Security of 


the Illinois Department of Labor recently 
released an employment report for April, 
prepared in cooperation with the U.S. 
Bureau of Labor Statistics and Manpow- 
er Administration. 


State Director of Labor, Barney Gra- 


biec, announced that Illinois nonagricul- 
tural wage and salary employment 
dropped to 4,339,600 in April, a decrease 
of 7,900 from a month ago. Trucking and 
manufacturing accounted for the biggest 
losses, as increases occurred in all the 
other major groups, with the single ex- 
ception of mining, quarrying and petro- 
leum production. 


This marked the 102nd month that the 


current month's employment total sur- 
passed the level of the comparable 
month the previous year. The April sea- 
sonally adjusted employment total was 
only 4,800 above April, 1969. 


The trucking industry lost 33,100 work- 


ers during April, due to a labor-manage- 
ment dispute. Manufacturing showed a 
loss because of several factors, including 
labor management disputes and slower 
business. Further layoffs resulted from 
the problems caused by the trucking dis- 
pute, the bureau reported. Increases in 
other industries failed to counterbalance 
the losses in trucking and manufac- 
turing.

When is a builder not a builder? 
He's not a builder when "all hell 


breaks loose in one week," as one area 
general contractor put it. 


He's talking about the labor scene, in 


which the general contractors, hampered 
by the combination truck strike and lock- 
out watch their construction projects 
slowly dry up, the result of building 
trades negotiations and disputes contin- 
uing in the Chicago area. 


It almost had to happen, with contracts 


for 15 of the 19 major building trades 
expiring on May 31. Some had to be 
negotiated in their entirety, and some 
were for the remaining two years of a 
five year contract, for wages and fringe 
benefits. 


Earlier this week, builders were find- 


ing alternate sources or routes of trans- 
portation for materials, due to the truck 
strike-lockout; finding other sources of 
material as the local millworkers were 
on strike for higher wages; watching 
work dwindle as the cement masons' 
strike dragged on; feeling the effects of 
the lockout of the Housing and Portable 
Engineers of Chicago, local ISO, Inter- 
national Union of Operating Engineers; 
waiting for news of an impending strike 
by the chauffeurs and marblecutters; 
and working out contract details with la- 
borers, possibly the largest group of con- 
struction workers. 


Add to this the various bargaining 


groups for both union members and em- 
ployer groups, and the possibility of pick- 
eting by a trade group, in which case 
other members of the Building Trades 
Council will not cross picket lines and 
you have the deciding factors in the "to 
build or not to build" question. 


A builder doesn't know from day to 


day where he'll be," said Ted Doufexis, 
executive director of the Residential Con- 
struction Employers Council. "He may 
encounter pickets, or he may not, if a 
strike is called. It's a touchy situation. 
We've never had so many contracts ex- 
pire at the same time." 


In the case of the operating engineers, 


according to Doufexis, the Builders Asso- 
ciation of Chicago, representing general 
contractors set up an agreement with the 
union, but there are other bargaining 
units, and the union signs up with indi- 
vidual contractors. Road building and 
paving came to a halt in the Chicagoland 
metropolitan area, as a result of this 
lockout, and sewer, paving and ex- 
cavating contractors are affected as well 
on some residential and most general 
construction sites. 


The striking cement masons were not 


picketing early this week, but only a cer- 
tain amount of work can be done on a 
construction site without their skills. 
"We're reaching a point where we have 
basements and garages to pour, and by 
the end of the week there will be a work 
slow down," said Frank Aldridge Jr., 
President of the Aldridge Construction 
Co. in Mount Prospect. 


"WE CAN'T START any new projects 


either, with the operating engineers out," 
he said. His firm is building houses at 
Arlington Heights and unincorporated 
Mount Prospect sites. 


Although not seriously affected by the 


cement mason strike since they employ 
their own cement finishers, Hoffman 
Rosner Corp. is having trouble getting 
certain materials such as kitchen cabi- 
nets, due to the truck strike. "We're try- 
ing to stock up on various items to pre- 
vent any delays," said Jack Hoffman, 
principal. 


Centex-Winston Corp. of Palatine is 


finding alternate sources for materials, 
as the truck strike continues according to 
Robin Padorr, assistant to the vice presi- 
dent of operations, although he gave no 
estimate of the effect of other strikes. 


Most Chicago area construction would 


come slowly to a halt if the cement ma- 
sons' strike continues, said Robert Niel- 
sen, chairman of the arbitration com- 
mittee for the Builders Association of 
Chicago with the cement masons. 


"The only exception will be some 


house builders who don't have drive- 


ways, sidewalks or basements poured to 
keep going," he said. "On most jobs, the 
cement masons or finishers, are required 
to trowel off the floors, etc." 


The biggest effect of al the negotiations 


is in the increased cost of financing, ac- 
cording to Doufexis. A building may own 
the land, but he takes out a loan for the 
cost of construction for a limited time 
period. When strikes or lockouts extend 
this period, he pays more for financing, 
a cost passed on to the purchaser or user 
of the completed project. 


Will higher labor costs and greater de- 


mand for low-cost housing push builders 
into lower-price ranges? "Most builders 
are not yet educated in this field," said 
Doufexis. "But more of them are getting 
into federally backed programs to stay in 
business." 


When all the haggling over wages has 


been settled, the home buyer may won- 
der how much more money they'll have 
to save before they can afford a house of 
their own. 'It all relates to hours, rather 
than a percentage basis," said Doufexis. 


"For example, a house requiring 400 


carpenter hours, using component build- 
ing materials would cost $400 more if a 
dollar an hour increase were negotiated, 
but a home requiring 600 carpenter hours 
would cost $600 more. 


"We're at the point where we have to 


get increased production," said Doufexis. 
"We need more people, new technology 
and new codes more than anything else. 
We have always cried out for perform- 
ance codes, based on proven features of 
materials, rather than arbitrary specifi- 
cation codes." 


Honeywell OpensNew Campus 


Honeywell, Inc., announced it has 


signed a long-term lease for a sum in 
excess of $1 million for the entire second 
floor of the LaSalle-Wacker building at 
221 N. LaSalle St., in Chicago, which it 
will use as a "downtown campus" for its 
new computer science school in Chicago. 


Space in the 42-story skyscraper has 


been redesigned to accommodate three 
third-generationcomputers, valued at V/z 
million, that will be installed on a stag- 
gered timetable to coincide with plans 
for expanding classes in the new Honey- 
well Institute of Information Sciences 
(HIIS) here. 


The school recently moved into its new 


LaSalle-Wacker campus, said Benton A. 
Goldman, HIIS' western operations man- 
ager. Its first Chicago class, a nine- 
month evening program that started in 
March and has been meeting temporar- 
ily in Honeywell's extensive computer 
complex at 120 S. Riverside Plaza, is ex- 
pected to move to the new quarters next 
Monday. 


In addition to a computer room de- 


signed to provide pollution free air of 


precisely controlled temperature and hu- 
midity, the 17,000-square-foot facility will 
contain eight classrooms to accom- 
modate up to 200 students, 10 offices of 
varying size for administrative and 
teaching staff, a library, study rooms 
and a student lounge. 


GOLDMAN ALSO announced that HIIS 


is now accepting applications for its first 
post-graduate course, a three-month, full- 
time day program expected to begin late 
this month or early July. Applications 
also are being accepted for the first 
morning class, an undergraduate course 
of six-months duration, expected to begin 
by mid-July. 


Honeywell, a computer manufacturer, 


has opened its new computer science 
school in Chicago, Boston, Los Angeles, 
Dallas and Atlanta (and plans campuses 
in other key cities as well) in an effort to 
help find and train additional people 
needed to continue the boom in the com- 
puter industry.

This is a good time to move ahead with 


plans to contract to build a new home, 
according to a poll of a number of Chi- 
cago area builders. 


"Despite increasing costs, a home 


ranks today more than ever as one of the 
best investments an individual or family 
can make," said Robert E. Langguth, ex- 
ecutive vice president of the Northern Il- 
linois Home Builders Association. 


"A home purchased now will be worth 


more in just a matter of months," Lang- 
guth said, "and its value will continue to 
go up hi the years ahead." 


Langguth bases his appraisal on the 


builders' survey which revealed that 
home prices will continue to rise in the 
forseeable future. 


"By waiting you'll only pay more for 


the same house and you'll lose the finan- 
cial gain that would have come from the 
increasing value of the property," Lang- 


guth stated. 


MANY PEOPLE seem to be waiting 


for mortgage loan interest rates to drop 
before buying, Langguth added. "Most fi- 
nancial experts will tell you the cost of 
financing a home is going to stay close to 
the current level for as long as can be 
predicted," he commented. 


At the same time, Langguth said it is 


possible to secure a loan. Financial in- 
stitutions are being selective, requiring 
reasonably good down payments and in 
some cases limiting the amount of the 
loan, but money is available for qualified 
buyers, according to Langguth. 


The slowdown in home construction of 


the past few months has enabled builders 
to catch up on backlogs, Langguth said. 
This, coupled with the coming of warm 
weather, permits builders to start and 
complete homes on efficient schedules, 
he concluded.

Display rooms for new building proj- 


ects are utilitarian vehicles and are, 
most often, set up long after all other 
plans have been made. 


The display room for builder Richard 


Brown's new Cambridge On-The-Lake in 
Buffalo Grove, however, took six months 
to complete from the planning stage to 
finish. The interior of the 27 foot x 45 foot 
room has an outdoor feeling, from green 
shag carpeting and Ficus trees, flown in 
from Florida, to airy lighting effects. 
The general theme of the condominium 
project revolves around the Age of Free- 
dom — the time in life when people have 
passed the major responsibilities of rais- 
ing a family. 


A 6 foot x 9 foot scale model of the 


entire complex is in the center of the 
room. As visitors study the model, they 
can pick up one of the telephones at hand 
and listen to the message from Brown, 
discussing his Age of Freedom idea. 


After a person visits the three model 


apartment homes near the central room 
and picks his favorite, he can then step 
to a display on the east wall and push a 
button. The color-coded lucite board 
quickly lights up indicating the various 
locations of the particular model within 
the building. He can then check the sales 
board to see which locations of his model 
have been sold. 


The west wall shows large illustrations 


of the recreation center which sits at the 
north end of a scenic 2%-acre lake. 


Here the visitor can locate everything 
from the sauna baths, health club and 
year-round swimming pool to the hobby, 
card and billiard rooms. Another wall 
shows the conveniences in both the im- 
mediate area and in the general vicinity 
of Cambridge On-The-Lake. 


Commenting on the display room, 


Brown said, "We've put a lot of time, 
consideration and effort into this display. 
We wanted to show our visitors exactly 


what we're offering here at Cambridge 
On-The-Lake. Everything here will $e 
built and it will be built in time for ftiir 
first residents to enjoy."

Ralston Purina 
Turns Developer 


R. Hal Dean, chairman of the board 


and chief executive officer of Ralston 
Purina Co., has announced plans for de- 
velopment of an industrial park near Chi- 
cago's O'Hare International Airoprt. 


Dean said the 82-acre real estate devel- 


opment project will be known as Check- 
erboard-O'Hare Industrial Park. 


The total acreage will be developed as 


a planned industrial park with Carlton 
Industries. Inc., of Richmond, Va., act- 
ing as "physical developer." 


"Ralston Purina's entry into industrial 


real estate development comes as a nat- 
ural outgrowth of our business," Dean 
said. "A development such as Checker- 
board-O'Hare offers us an opportunity to 
utilize our site selection and related ex- 
pertise to capitalize on the subsequent 
development

appreciation 


which very often results from estab- 
lishment of n Ralston Purina plant or 
other facility." 


The Checkerboard-O'Hare Industrial 


Park is located in the area immediately 
east of Mount Prospect Road and north 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Paul and 
Pacific Railroad in Maine Township. 


"The complex," Michael E. Long, 


manager of real estate for Ralston Pur- 
nia said, "will be developed and man- 
aged in a manner so as to be a credit to 
the community."

Plaines, recently confirmed its participa- 
tion in a major experimental program, 
announced by Mayor John V. Lindsay of 
New York to test the latest available 
techniques for controlling air pollution 
caused by exhaust emissions from motor 
vehicles. 


The mayor said that starting July 1, 


400 city cars and trucks will begin using 
only lead-free gasoline as fuel. After one 
month, emission levels in the vehicles ex- 
haust streams will be measured and they 
will all be equipped with catalytic con- 
verter systems and tested over a two- 
year period. 


Catalyst pellets within the converters 


cause unburned hydrocarbons and car- 
bon monoxide in the exhaust stream to 
oxidize completely to carbon dioxide and 
water. 


THE CITY'S objective, the mayor said, 


is to determine the merit of using lead- 
free gasoline and catalytic converters in 
its entire fleet of 12,300 cars and trucks, 
an installation that would cost up to $4 
million. 


If the devices work as well as antici- 


pated, the city may request other large 
fleet users, such as taxis, to follow suit. 


Kretchmer indicated that engine modi- 


fications by automotive manufacturers 
have been found to increase fuel con- 
sumption. This causes a proportional in- 
crease in the total volume of exhaust 
gases. 


The entire test program is estimated to 


cost more than $500,000, more than one- 
half of which will be contributed by par- 
ticipating industrial firms.

tic converter control systems, including 
installation, at no cost to the city. The 
converts will remain the property of 
UOP.

Once they get into the desert, occasional 
cactus will be their only supply, other 
than what they carry. 


They will eat whatever is available in 


the towns they pass through, and kill fox, 
rabbit, buzzards, lizards — anything 
edible. 


DuPre senior was with the British 8th 


Army long range desert patrol during the 
war, and is one of the foremost author- 
ities on desert survival. With his knowl- 


edge of the desert, and depending on 
knowledge of the peninsula gained during 
other trips into the northernmost third of 
it, the DuPres are not concerned about 
the possibility of getting lost. 


THEY WILL BE traveling at the tail 


end of the rainy season in the peninsula 
— many of the roads will be washed out 
completely. But if they waited any longer 
it would be too hot — they are expecting 
temperatures of up to 130 degrees as it is 
— and Phil has to be back at Harper 
College in the fall. 


Most of the equipment they are taking 


with them has been donated. Standard 
Oil is supplying all of the gas, Kodak 
gave them movie and slide cameras. 
ABC donated 16mm film; they are going 
to film a segment to submit to "Passage 
to Adventure." Zenith donated two ra- 
dios. 


The International Scout was also do- 


nated. It carries two spares, and has 
been fixed up with a winch, so that if 
they get bogged down in sand, they will 
be able to pull themselves out. Heavy 
duty springs have also been installed. 
The Scout was fully inspected before 
they left, and will be returned to Inter- 
national Harvester when they return, to 
see how it held up under the rigors of the 
trip. 


And if they break down, somewhere in 


the middle of the Baja Peninsula, lost in 
the mountains? "We start walking, and 
walking, and walking for the coast," 
Kurt said. "We'll need water, you 
know."

reco, venes its hearing June 23 into the 
activi ics and background of Philip J 
Levin, it will be dealing with a complex 
corporate structure that extends from 
Mew York to Arlington Heights, to Aca- 
pulco, Mex. 


Levin, 61, is president and chairman of 


the board of Chicago Thoroughbred En- 
terprises (CTE), owner and operator of 
Arlington Park and Washington Park 
race tracks 


The state Department of Law Enforce- 


ment announced Tuesday it was asked 
by Gov Richard Ogilvie and the Illinois 
Racing Board to investigate Levin to de- 
termine whether the financier has any 
illegal crime syndicate associations 


LEVIN'S INVOLVEMENT with the 


two Illinois racetracks dates back to Oc- 
tober, 1968, when CTE, then owned by 
Mrs Marje Everett, merged with Gulf & 
Western Industries The transaction was 
estimated at that time to be worth about 
$25 million to Mrs Everett. 


After that merger CTE fell under the 


real estate division of Gulf & Western. In 
the fall of 1969 Gulf & Western "spun 
off" the real estate dibision into an inde- 
pendent company, Gulf & Western Land 
and Development Co. 


Levin, then president and chief execu- 


tive of Gulf i Western, at that time 
traded approximately 595,000 shares of 
Gulf & Western holdings plus 100,000 war- 
rants for about 900,000 common shares of 
Gulf & Western Land and Development 
Co, stock and $2,329,396 in cash. The 
name of the new company was later 


changed to the Transnation Development 
Co 


IN MARCH 1970 Mrs. Everett, whose 


family had controlled the two tracks for 
35 years, was removed from her job as 
managing director of Arlington Park 
and two months later Levin was named 
acting president of CTE 


Among the many Gulf & Western hold- 


ings are: Taylor Forge Inc , in the Ci- 
cero area, New Jersey Zinc; the Univer- 
sal American Corp ; Paramount Studios; 
South Puerto Rican Sugar Co , Dot 
Records; and Desilu Studios. 


The Transnation Development Co. an- 


nounced yesterday an "agreement in 
principle" to a proposed merger between 


the conglomerate and the Madison 
Square Garden Corp., of New York 


A Transnation spokesman noted that 


Philip J. Levin would be principal officer 
and substantial stockholder in the com- 
pany 


The Madison Square Careen Corp, 


owns and operates the New York Knicks 
of the National Basketball Association 
and the New York Rangers of the Nation- 
al Hockey League. 


Transnation now owns Arlington Park 


and Washington Park race tracks. The 
company resulting from the merger 
would control about 63 per cent of the 
stock of Roosevelt Raceway, one of the 
largest harness tracks in the country. 


The investigation into Levin's con- 


nections apparently arose after Mrs Ev- 
erett said in February that Levin owned 
stock in the Parvin-Dohrman Corp. Par- 
vin-Dohrman, now known as Recrion 
Corp., has interest in three Las Vegas 
casinos. Mrs. Everett said at that time, 
"My father always tried to stand for the 
finest things in racing and I have ad- 
hered to his principles. I believe it would 
be wrong to be part of a company with a 
Vegas aura." 


ALEXANDER J. MacArthur, racing 


board chairman, said Tuesday he is go- 
ing to find out everything he can about 
Levin, his stock holdings and associates. 
Appearing somewhat disturbed at Le- 
vin's absence from the hearing Tuesday, 


he ordered Levin to appear before the 
hearing June 23. 


Newton Mandel, vice president and 


counsel for Transnation, contacted in the 
firm's New York office yesterday, said 
Levin has no connections with the crime

vester, they will spend much of their 
three week trip in areas that no white 
men have ever seen. The only "civ- 
ilization" that they will encounter on one 
leg of the trip is scattered Indian vil- 
lages. The Baja Peninsula is south of 
San Diego. 


Why are they making the trip? Phil 


explained that he hopes to drive in the 
Baja 1,000 next year — a 1,000 mile race 
for off-the-road vehicles — and the trip 
down the peninsula will roughly follow the 
path of the race. "I'll have to be familiar 
with the territory, and the route," he 
said. 


BUT THE TRIP back will be up the 


middle of the peninsula, through the 
mountains that form its backbone, and 
over rocky, rutted paths, mostly without 
the aid of roads and maps. This is the 
unexplored territory. No gas stations. No 
place to go for a drink of water. Nothing. 


The DuPres are taking 56 gallons of 


gas with them, and carrying 25 gallons of 
water in the Scout. Water, they said, is 
the main problem on a trip like this. 
Once they get into the desert, occasional 
cactus will be their only supply, other 
than what they carry. 


They will eat whatever is available in 


the towns they pass through, and kill fox, 
rabbit, buzzards, lizards — anything 
edible. 


DuPre senior was with the British 8th 


Army long range desert patrol during the 
war, and is one of the foremost author- 
ities on desert survival. With his knowl- 
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edge of the desert, and depending on 
knowledge of the peninsula gained during 
other trips into the northernmost third of 
it, the DuPres are not concerned about 
the possibility of getting lost. 


THEY WILL BE traveling at the tail 


end of the rainy season in the peninsula 
— many of the roads will be washed out 
completely. But if they waited any longer 
it would be too hot — they are expecting 
temperatures of up to 130 degrees as it is 
— and Phil has to be back at Harper 
College in the fall. 


Most of the equipment they are taking 


with them has been donated. Standard 
Oil is supplying all of the gas, Kodak 
gave them movie and slide cameras. 
ABC donated 16mm film; they are going 
to film a segment to submit to "Passage 
to Adventure." Zenith donated two ra- 
dios. 


The International Scout was also do- 


nated. It carries two spares, and has 
been fixed up with a winch, so that if 
they get bogged down in sand, they will 
be able to pull themselves out. Heavy 
duty springs have also been installed. 
The Scout was fully inspected before 
they left, and will be returned to Inter- 
national Harvester when they return, to 
see how it held up under the rigors of the 
trip. 


And if they break down, somewhere in 


the middle of the Baja Peninsula, lost in 
the mountains? "We start walking, and 
walking, and walking for the coast," 
Kurt said. "We'll need water, you 
know."

plained, "We know where the flooding 
areas are and we've been working for 
years to solve the problems."

Congratulate Benson 


John J. Benson, Arlington Heights Civil

Davis, former governor of North Dakota 
and past national commander of the 
American Legion, stressed the continuing 
increase in professionalism of civil de- 
fense management and direction at all 
levels of government.

lington Heights and the planning being 
done to increase measures for public 
safety and protection. 


The interesting idea of having the tow- 


ers operate under private ownership and 
help pay for the center was presented by 
the Satellite City Design Corp. of Mil- 
waukee at last night's meeting of the 
commission. 


"If free enterprise can pay for a cul- 


tural center, it might be a painless way 
to get what the community wants," said 
George Beacham, chairman of the com- 
mission, "which is essentially the same 
thing." 


The design for the four towers and 


some type of cultural center is patented 
by the Satellite City Corp. It includes a 
suggestion that the facility include one 
120 room hotel tower, two 60,000 square- 
foot office towers and one 65-unit con- 
dominium apartment tower. 


The commission was originally con- 


tacted by the design corporation in early 
May. The June 30 meeting was estab- 
lished to discuss this type of concept and 
how it might work in the village. 


General cost estimates outlined by the 


designers run about $4 million for the 


towers eight stories tall and a cultural 
center. Towers 12 stories tall and a cul- 
tural center would run about $5 million. 
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Unit Seeking Other Artists 


Art groups from outside Arlington 


Heights will be contacted soon and in- 
vited to become members of the arts and 
civic advisory subcommittee of the Cul- 
tural Commission. 


Sidney Rosenfeld, a member of the 


commission, told a gathering of local 
arts and civic group representatives 
Tuesday night that the 
commission 


wants to bring groups from outside the 
village "into the fold." 


The public relations committee of the 


commission will meet with the new 
group representatives on June 25. Letters 
will be sent to the art groups to invite 
them to the meeting. 


ROSENFELD ALSO announced that 


the commission has expanded the repre- 
sentatives on its educational subcom- 
mittee. Previously, the group included 
Dist. 25, 214 and Harper Junior College 
representatives. The subcommittee now 
includes Dists. 21, 23 and 57. More repre- 
sentatives of other area school districts 
are expected to be appointed soon. 


The Cultural Commission developed 


the idea of the subcommittees to involve 
community groups in the planning for a 
possible cultural center.

When the Illinois Racing Commission 


reconvenes its hearing June 23 into the 
activities and background of Philip J. 
Levin, it will be dealing with a complex 
corporate structure that extends from 
New York to Arlington Heights, to Aca- 
pulco. Mcx 


Levin, 61. is president and chairman of 


the board of Chicago Thoroughbred En- 
terprises (CTE), owner and operator of 
Arlington Park and Washington Park 
race tracks. 


The state Department of Law Enforce- 


ment announced Tuesday it was asked 
by Gov. Richard Ogilvie and the Illinois 
Racing Board to investigate Levin to de- 
termine whether the financier has any 
illegal crime syndicate associations. 


LEVIN'S INVOLVEMENT with the 


two Illinois racetracks dates back to Oc- 
tober, 1968. when CTE, then owned by 
Mrs. Marje Everett, merged with Gulf & 
Western Industries. The transaction was 
estimated at that time to be worth about 
$25 million to Mrs. Everett. 


After that merger CTE fell under the 


real estate division of Gulf & Western. In 
the fall of 1969 Gulf & Western "spun 
off" the real estate dibision into an inde- 
pendent company, Gulf & Western Land 
and Development Co. 


Levin, then president and chief execu- 


tive of Gulf & Western, at that time 
traded approximately 595,000 shares of 
Gulf & Western holdings plus 100,000 war- 
rants for about 900,000 common shares of 
Gulf & Western Land and Development 
Co., stock and $2,329,396 in cash. The 
name of the new company was later 
changed to the Transnation Development 
Co. 


IN MARCH 1970 Mrs. Everett, whose 


family had controlled the two tracks for 
35 years, was removed from her job as 
managing director of Arlington Park, 
and two months later Levin was named 
acting president of CTE. 


Among the many Gulf & Western hold- 


ings are: Taylor Forge Inc., in the Ci- 
cero area:.New Jersey Zinc; the Univer- 
sal American Corp.; Paramount Studios; 


South Puerto Rican Sugar Co.; Dot 
Records; and Desilu Studios. 


The Transnation Development Co. an- 


nounced yesterday an "agreement in 
principle" to a proposed merger between 
the conglomerate and the M a d i s o n 
Square Garden Corp., of New York. 


A Transnation spokesman noted that 


Philip J. Levin would be principal officer 
and substantial stockholder in the com- 
pany. 


The Madison Square Caraen Corp., 


owns and operates the New York Knicks 
of the National Basketball Association 
and the New York Rangers of the Nation- 
al Hockey League. 


Transnation now owns Arlington Park 


and Washington Park race tracks. The 
company resulting from the merger 
would control about 63 per cent of the 
stock of Roosevelt Raceway, one of the 
largest harness tracks in the country. 


The investigation into Levin's con- 


nections apparently arose after Mrs. Ev- 
erett said in February that Levin owned 
stock in the Parvin-Dohrman Corp. Par- 
vin-Dohrman, now known as Recrion 
Corp., has interest in three Las Vegas 
casinos. Mrs. Everett said at that time, 
"My father always tried to stand for the 
finest things in racing and I have ad- 
hered to his principles. I believe it would 
be wrong to be part of a company with a 
Vegas aura." 


ALEXANDER J. MacArthur, racing 


board chairman, said Tuesday he is go- 
ing to find out everything he can about 
Levin, his stock holdings and associates. 
Appearing somewhat disturbed at Le- 
vin's absence from the hearing Tuesday, 
he ordered Levin to appear before the 
hearing June 23. 


Newton Mandel, vice president and 


counsel for Transnation, contacted in the 
firm's New York office yesterday, said 
Levin has no connections with the crime 
syndicate. Concerning implications made 


by a Chicago television commentator, 
Mandel said, "He takes a few true facts 
adds a twist here here and there, throws 
in a few innuendos and makes the whole 
thing sound terrible." 


C. BERNARD CAREY, assistant direc- 


tor of the State Law Enforcement De- 
partment, said he has agents inquiring 
into Levin's background in California 
and New Jersey. Carey said the agents 
in California would investigate whether 
Moe Morton, a Los Angeles associate of 
Levin, has crime syndicate connections. 


Mandel said the only dealings Levin 


has had with Morton was the purchase 
from Morton of the Acspulco Towers Ho- 
tel in Acapulco, Mexico. Mandel said 
Morton was a 50 per cent owner of the 
hotel and the purchase was completely 
legitimate and listed with the Securities 
and 
Exchange 
Commission. 
Mandel 


added that Morton was retained by the 
new owners to operate the hotel for the 
remainder of the season but is no longer 
associated with the hotel or Levin.

Board made a wise decision Tues- 
day in agreeing to uphold a state 
statute prohibiting gambling and 
lottery, at the annual Lions Club 
Fourth of July Carnival. 


The lack of popularity of a law 


doesn't justify non-enforcement of 
it. And it doesn't give any commu- 
nity the right to amend a state law 
at the local level. 


As Mount Prospect Mayor Rob- 


ert Teichert said last week, "We 
shouldn't be encumbered by some 
moral idea that a law in the books 
is a good or bad law A law is a 
law." 


Had the village altered the local 


ordinance prohibiting gambling, as 
the judiciary committee recom- 
mended last week, so charitable 
organizations could operate table 
games legally where private par- 
ties are not allowed, it would be 
inconsistent with the state statute. 


According to the state law, "A 


person commits gambling when he 
plays a game of chance or skill for 
money or other things of value." 


The Lions Carnival, slated for 


July 4th. is for a charitable cause, 
but principles must come before 
personalities. 


The village board has pledged its 


full support to the Lions Club as 
long as it does not violate federal, 
state or local laws and provides en- 
tertainment other than gambling, 
such as rides, food concessions and 
non-gambling games. 


Proceeds from the carnival are 


to be donated to charitable causes 
for the blind and handicapped. Al- 
though trustees agree with the pur- 
pose of the carnival, they cannot 
sanction table games and lottery 
as a legitimate fund-raising proj- 
ect. 


We hope the Lions will hold their 


carnival in spite of this. They now 
have a challenge to meet and their 
success depends on their ability to 
devise legal games. 


If this law is changed, it should 


be through legislation in Spring- 
field, not in Mount Prospect.

The Mount Prospect Village Board was 


swamped again Tuesiay night with com- 
plaints about flooding problems in the 
village. 


Heavy rains Tuesday morning were 


just enough to whet the community appe- 
tite to seek a solution to the storm water 
problem, and the downpour reminded 
residents of flood waters which swept 
through sections of the village earlier 
this month. 


A petition requesting the village in- 


vestigate several vacant lots where land 
fill is causing flood problems was sub- 
mitted to the village board by a group of 
residents who live near the 300 block of 
South Lancaster St. 


Lour C. Dodge, of 300 We-Go Trail 


submitted the petiticn, signed by 16 resi- 
dents in the area, who are complaining 
land fill is causing storm water to drain 
directly into their backyards

"someone" is dumping large quantities 
of land fill in the vacant lots between 
street addresses 215 and 307 on South 
Lancaster 
"I estimate about 80 to 90 


truck loads of land fill have been 
dumped in these lots, and the ground lev 
el has been elevated about six to eight 
feet," Dodge explained 


"The land fill, which includes chunks 


of concrete and pieces of old pipe as well 
as dirt, is causing the storm water to 
drain into our backyards on We-Go Trail 
rather than down Lancaster Street," he 
said. 


Residents who live in this area told the 


board the storm water, which is not 
draining, has created a slough in their 
backyards, and they never had this prob- 
lem with drainage until the land fill was 
dumped in the vacant lots, changing the 
elevation of adjacent properties. 


THE WATER JUST lies in these low 


spots for as much as 10 days after a 
moderate rainfall, and the mosquitoes 
are wall-to-wall in our neighborhood. 
Also, we've seen snakes, frogs and toads 
in our backyards as a result of the storm 
water accumulation. We've never had 
this problem in all the years we've lived 
in the neighborhood," Dodge said. 


"The quantities of fill have caused the 


normal flow of surface waters to be di- 
verted in such a manner as to cause 
damage, flooding, and other problems to 
property owners in the adjacent area," 
the petition stated. 


"We demand sufficient regrading be 


done immediately to correct the flow of 
water and swampy conditions, even 
though this will require the removal of 
sufficient quantities of fill to accomplish 
this objective," residents stated in the 
petition. 


An increase in mosquito and insect 


problems as well as basement and_back- 
yard flooding prompted residents to file 
the petition with the board. 


VILLAGE MGR. Virgil Barnett told 


Dodge and his neighbors who attended the 
board meeting Tuesday he will arrange a 
meeting with them soon in order to in- 
vestigate the problem and find a solu- 
tion.

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Gambling, Raffle Is Prohibited

A decision to uphold the state statutes 


prohibiting gambling and the raffle at 
the annual Fourth of July Carnival m 
Mount Prospect gained the unanimous 
approval and support of the Mount Pros- 
pect Village Board Tuesday. 


Confronted with a "damned if we do 


and damned if we don't" decision, vil- 
lage trustees pledged to support federal, 
state and local laws with regard to the 
carnival. 


An amendment to the village ordi- 


nance, which was hastily drafted last 
week in an effort to sanction carnival 
games sponsored by charitable and non- 
profit organizations, was referred back 
to committee for further discussion 


Trustees, whc once thought it possible 


to circumvent the state law by amending 
the village ordinance, admitted Tuesday 
that "no other course of action can be 
taken at this time to sanction the carniv- 
al games and raffle." 


THE DECISION was not an easy one, 


especially since the proceeds from the 
carnival will be donated to charitable 
causes such as helping blind and handi- 
capped children. 


Each trustee, in turn, expressed his 


personal views about the carnival, its 
contributions to the community and ap- 
plication of the state statutes. 


Rain Or Shine, There'll Be Carnival 


The annual Fourth of July Carnival in 


Mount Prospect will be held this year 
come rain or shine, the Lions' Club an- 
nounced yesterday. 


Despite a decision by village officials 


to uphold the state statute which prohi- 
bits carnival games, where contestants 
compete on the basis of skill or chance 
for money or prizes, the Lions' Club said 
the carnival will be held on schedule and 
will abide by state statutes prohibiting 
gambling as well as the raffle.

Edward Matys, president of the club, 


said there will be rides, refreshments 
and games which will be permissible un- 
der the state statute.

left between now and the carnival. Our 
carnival is usually planned well in ad- 
vance, about eight months, and I expect

bility to change the law by the orderly 
process," Ahern explained. 


HE SAID THAT at a time when dis-

The state Department of Law Enforce- 


ment announced Tuesday it was asked 
by Gov. Richard Ogilvie and the Illinois 
Racing Board to investigate Levin to de- 
termine whether the financier has any 
illegal crime syndicate associations. 


I.KVIVS INVOLVEMENT with the 


two Illinois racetracks dates back to Oc- 
tober. 19«>. when CTE, then owned by 
Mrs Marje Everett, merged with Gulf & 
Western Industries The transaction was 
estimated at that time to be worth about 
$21 million to Mrs. Everett. 


After that merger CTE fell under the 


real estate division of Gulf i Western. In 
the fall of 1969 Gulf & Western "spun 
off" the real estate dibision into an inde- 
pendent company, Gulf & Western Land 
and Development Co 


Levin, then president and chief execu- 


tive of Gulf & Western, at that time 
traded approximately 595,000 shares of 
GuW & Western holdings plus 100,000 war- 
rants for about 900.000 common shares of 
Gulf & Western Land and Development 
Co., 
stock and $2,329,396 m cash. The 


name of the new company was later 
changed to the Transnation Development 
Co. 


IN MARCH 1970 Mrs. Everett, whose 


family had controlled the two tracks for 
35 years, was removed from her job as 
managing director of Arlington Park, 
and two months later Levin was named 
acting president of CTE. 


Among the many Gulf & Western hold- 


ings are: Taylor Forge Inc., in the Ci- 
cero area; New Jersey Zinc; the Univer- 
sal American Corp.; Paramount Studios; 


South Puerto Rican Sugar Co.; Dot 
Records; and Desilu Studios. 


The Transnation Development Co. an- 


nounced yesterday an "agreement in 
principle" to a proposed merger between 
the conglomerate and the M a d i s o n 
Square Garden Corp., of New York. 


A Transnation spokesman noted that 


Philip J. Levin would be principal officer 
and substantial stockholder in the com- 
pany. 


The Madison Square Caraen Corp., 


owns and operates the New York Knicks 
of the National Basketball Association 
and the New York Rangers of the Nation- 
al Hockey League. 


Transnation now owns Arlington Park 


and Washington Park race tracks. The 
company resulting from the merger 
would control about 63 per cent of the 
stock of Roosevelt Raceway, one of the 
largest harness tracks in the country. 


The investigation into Levin's con- 


nections apparently arose after Mrs. Ev- 
erett said in February that Levin owned 
stock in the Parvin-Dohrman Corp. Par- 
vin-Dohrman, now known as Recrioo 
Corp., has interest in three Las Vegas 
casinos. Mrs. Everett said at that time, 
"My father always tried to stand for the 
finest things in racing and I have ad- 
hered to his principles. I believe it would 
be wrong to be part of a company with a 
Vegas aura." 


ALEXANDER J. MacArthur, racing 


board chairman, said Tuesday he is go- 
ing to find out everything he can about 
Levin, his stock holdings and associates. 
Appearing somewhat disturbed at Le- 
vin's absence from the hearing Tuesday, 
he ordered Levin to appear before the 
hearing June 23. 


Newton Mandel, vice president and 


counsel for Transnation, contacted in the 
firm's New York office yesterday, said 
Levin has no connections with the crime 
syndicate. Concerning implications made 


by a Chicago television commentator, 
Mandel said, "He takes a few true facts 
adds a twist here here and there, throws 
in a few innuendos and makes the whole 
thing sound terrible." 


C. BERNARD CAREY, assistant direc- 


tor of the State Law Enforcement De- 
partment, said he has agents inquiring 
into Levin's background in California 
and New Jersey. Carey said the agents 
in California would investigate whether 
Moe Morton, a Los Angeles associate of 
Levin, has crime syndicate connections. 


Mandel said the only dealings Levin 


has had with Morton was the purchase 
from Morton of the Acapulco Towers Ho- 
tel in Acapulco, Mexico. Mandel said 
Morton was a 50 per cent owner of the 
hotel and the purchase was completely 
legitimate and listed with the Securities 
and 
Exchange 
Commission. 
Mandel 


added that Morton was retained by the 
new owners to operate the hotel for the 
remainder of the season but is no longer 
associated with the hotel or Levin.

The 
Mount Prospect Village 


Board made a wise decision Tues- 
day in agreeing to uphold a state 
statute prohibiting gambling and 
lottery, at the annual Lions Club 
Fourth of July Carnival. 


The lack of popularity of a law 


doesn't justify non-enforcement of 
it And it doesn't give any commu- 
nity the right to amend a state law 
at the local level. 


As Mount Prospect Mayor Rob- 


ert Teichert said last week, "We 
shouldn't be encumbered by some 
moral idea that a law in the books 
is a good or bad law A law is a 
law." 


Had the village altered the local 


ordinance prohibiting gambling, as 
the judiciary committee recom- 
mended last week, so charitable 
organizations could operate table 
games legally where private par- 
ties are not allowed, it would be 
inconsistent with the state statute. 


According to the state law, "A 


person commits gambling when he 
plays a game of chance or skill for 
money or other things of value." 


The Lions Carnival, slated for 


July 4th, is for a charitable cause, 
but principles must come before 
personalities. 


The village board has pledged its 


full support to the Lions Club as 
long as it does not violate federal, 
state or local laws and provides en- 
tertainment other than gambling, 
such as rides, food concessions and 
non-gambling games. 


Proceeds from the carnival are 


to be donated to charitable causes 
for the blind and handicapped. Al- 
though trustees agree with the pur- 
pose of the carnival, they cannot 
sanction table games and lottery 
as a legitimate fund-raising proj- 
ect. 


We hope the Lions will hold their 


carnival in spite of this. They now 
have a challenge to meet and their 
success depends on their ability to 
devise legal games. 


H this law is changed, it should 


be through legislation in Spring- 
field, not in Mount Prospect.

plaints about flooding problems in the 
village. 


Heavy rains Tuesday morning were 


just enough to whet the community appe- 
tite to seek a solution to the storm water 
problem, and the downpour reminded 
residents of flood waters which swept 
through sections of the village earlier 
this month. 


A petition requesting the village in- 


vestigate several vacant lots where land 
fill is causing flood problems was sub- 
mitted to the village board by a group of 
residents who live near the 300 block of 
South Lancaster St. 


Lour C. Dodge, of 300 We-Go Trail, 


submitted the petition, signed by 16 resi- 
dents in the area, who are complaining 
land fill is causing storm water to dram 
directly into their backyards.

"someone" is dumping large quantities 
of land fill in the vacant lots between 
street addresses 215 and 307 on South 
Lancaster. "I estimate about 80 to 90 
truck loads of land fill have been 
dumped in these lots, and the ground lev- 
el has been elevated about six to eight 
feet," Dodge explained 


"The land fill, which includes chunks 


of concrete and pieces of old pipe as well 
as dirt, is causing the storm water to 
drain into our backyards on We-Go Trail 
rather than down Lancaster Street," he 
said. 


Residents who live in this area told the 


board the storm water, which is not 
draining, has created a slough in their 
backyards, and they never had this prob- 
lem with drainage until the land fill was 
dumped in the vacant lots, changing the 
elevation of adjacent properties. 


THE WATER JUST lies in these low 


spots for as much as 10 days after a 
moderate rainfall, and the mosquitoes 
are wall-to-wall in our neighborhood 
Also, we've seen snakes, frogs and toads 
in our backyards as a result of the storm 
water accumulation. We've never had 
this problem in all the years we've lived 
in the neighborhood," Dodge said. 


"The quantities of fill have caused the 


normal flow of surface waters to be di- 
verted in such a manner as to cause 
damage, flooding, and other problems to 
property owners in the adjacent area." 
the petition stated. 


"We demand sufficient regrading be 


done immediately to correct the flow of 
water and swampy conditions, 
even 


though this will require the removal of 
sufficient quantities of fill to accomplish 
this objective," residents stated in the 
petition. 


An increase in mosquito and insect 


problems as well as basement and back- 
yard flooding prompted residents to file 
the petition with the board. 


VILLAGE MGR. Virgil Barnett told 


Dodge and his neighbors who attended the 
board meeting Tuesday he will arrange a 
meeting with them soon in order to in- 
vestigate the problem and find a solu- 
tion. 


Barnett said he was not aware land fill

A decision to uphold the state statutes 


prohibiting gambling and the raffle at 
the annual Fourth of July Carnival in 
Mount Prospect gained the unanimous 
approval and support of the Mount Pros- 
pect Village Board Tuesday. 


Confronted with a "damned if we do 


and damned if we don't" decision, vil- 
lage trustees pledged to support federal, 
state and local laws with regard to the 
carnival. 


An amendment to the village ordi- 


nance, which was hastily drafted last 
week in an effort to sanction carnival 
games sponsored by charitable and non- 
profit organizations, was referred back 
to committee for further discussion 


Trustees, who once thought it possible 


to circumvent the state law by amending 
the village ordinance, admitted Tuesday 
that "no other course of action can be 
taken at this time to sanction the carniv- 
al games and raffle." 


THE DECISION was not an easy one, 


especially since the proceeds from the 
carnival will be donated to charitable 
causes such as helping blind and handi- 
capped children. 


Each trustee, in turn, expressed his 


personal views about the carnival, its 
contributions to the community and ap- 
plication of the state statutes. 


Rain Or Shine, There'll Be Carnival 


The annual Fourth of July Carnival in 


Mount Prospect will be held this year 
come rain or shine, the Lions' Club an- 
nounced yesterday. ' 


Despite a decision by village officials 


to uphold the state statute which prohi- 
bits carnival games, where contestants 
compete on the basis of skill or chance 
for money or prizes, the Lions' Club said 
the carnival will be held on schedule and 
will abide by state statutes prohibiting 
gambling as well as the raffle. 


The Lions' Club voted at a meeting 


Trustee Daniel Ahern, chairman of the 


judiciary committee which approved the 
first draft of the new village ordinance 
June 11 and voted to recommend its ap- 
proval by the board, asked village 
trustees to postpone a decision on the or- 
dinance. 


Ahern said the judiciary committee act- 


ed hastily when it voted to seek passage 
of the amendment and members of the 
committee responded to the "emotional 
pressures" which the carnival presented. 


Tuesday to proceed with the plans for 
the carnival, which is scheduled to open 
July 2 at Lions' Park. 


Edward Matys, president of the club, 


said there will be rides, refreshments 
and games which will be permissible un- 
der the state statute. 


"It will be very difficult for us to or- 


ganize games which do not constitute 
gambling, since there isn't much time 
left between now and the carnival. Our 
carnival is usually planned well in ad- 
vance, about eight months, and I expect 


"While I don't agree with some of our 


state statutes, I think it is our responsi- 
bility to change the law by the orderly 
process," Ahern explained. 


HE SAID THAT at a time when dis- 


sident students and radicals are being 
condemned for using disorderly tactics to 
change the law, the board must recog- 
nize the importance of seeking changes 
in the state statutes within the limits of 
law and order and through the proper 
channels. 


there will be some difficulty in making 
these last-minute changes," Matys said. 


"However, we're exploring every ave- 


nue open to us in the way of games, and 
we'll try to substitute as best we can un- 
der the circumstances. But the carnival 
will be held according to schedule," he 
said. 


Matys said the Lions' Club will inform

"While it is extremely difficult to ac- 


cept the concept of 'equal application of 
the law' when one considers the ex- 
emption to our gambling laws with re- 
gard to horse racing for the lofty purpose 
of conducting research on equine dis- 
eases, it would appear that any attempt 
on our part to amend or rescind the gam- 
bung statute would be futile," Ahern 
added. 


Trustees George Reiter, Lloyd Norris 


and Donald Furst supported Ahern. They 


expressed sympathy for the plight of the 
Lions' Carnival and noted that the bitter 
pill to swallow will be watching local 
county and state fairs and carnivals 
which will be held again this year \\itn 
out interruption. 


"I DON'T think we can stand by now 


and watch other communities do the 
same (sponsor carnival games) without 
filing a formal complaint with the proper 
county or state officials," Furst said. 


Furst said the most difficult part about 


upholding the law will be explaining to 
children in the community why the car- 
nival games will not be held this year 
especially when they will hear about oth 
er carnivals in ether communities. 


Mayor Robert Teichert told the board 


he had already discussed the problem 
with other communities in the area and 
village authorities assured him they will 
be making the proper changes to prohibit 
carnival games especially in light of all 
the attention focused on Mount Prospect 


Although the trustees resigned them- 


selves to the fact that there will be no 
carnival games and raffle at the Fourth

The state Department of Law Enforce- 


ment announced Tuesday it was asked 
by Gov Richard Ogilvie and the Illinois 
Racing Board to investigate Levin to de- 
termine whether the financier has any 
illegal crime syndicate associations. 


I.KVIYS INVOLVEMENT with 
the 


two Illinois racetracks dates back to Oc- 
tober, 1968, when CTE, then owned by 
Mrs Marjo Everett, merged with Gulf & 
Western Industries. The transaction was 
estimated at that time to be worth about 
$25 million to Mrs. Everett. 


After that merger CTE fell under the 


real estate division of Gulf & Western. In 
the fall of 1969 Gulf 4 Western "spun 
off" the real estate dibision into an inde- 
pendent company, Gulf & Western Land 
and Development Co. 


Levin, then president and chief execu- 


tive of Gulf & Western, at that time 
traded approximately 595,000 shares of 
Gulf & Western holdings plus 100,000 war- 
rants for about 900.000 common shares of 
Gulf & Western Land and Development 
Co., 
stock and S2,329,39S in cash. The 


name of the new company was later 
changed to the Transnation Development 
Co. 


IN MARCH 1!)7» Mrs. Everett, whose 


family had controlled the two tracks for 
35 years, was removed from her job as 
managing director of Arlington Park, 
and two months later Levin was named 
acting president of CTE. 


Among the many Gulf & Western hold- 


ings are: Taylor Forge Inc., in the Ci- 
cero area: New Jersey Zinc; the Univer- 
sal American Corp.; Paramount Studios; 


South Puerto Rican Sugar Co.; Dot 
Records; and Desilu Studios. 


The Transnation Development Co. an- 


nounced yesterday an "agreement in 
principle" to a proposed merger between 
the conglomerate and the M a d i s o n 
Square Garden Corp., of New York. 


A Transnation spokesman noted that 


Philip J. Levin would be principal officer 
and substantial stockholder in the com- 
pany. 


The Madison Square Garden Corp., 


owns and operates the New York Knicks 
of the National Basketball Association 
and the New York Rangers of the Nation- 
al Hockey League. 


Transnation now owns Arlington Park 


and Washington Park race tracks. The 
company resulting from the merger 
would control about 63 per cent of the 
stock of Roosevelt Raceway, one of the 
largest harness tracks in the country. 


The investigation 
into Levin's con- 


nections apparently arose after Mrs. Ev- 
erett said in February that Levin owned 
stock in the Parvin-Dohrman Corp. Par- 
vin-Dohrman, now known as Recrion 
Corp., has interest in three Las Vegas 
casinos. Mrs. Everett, said at that time, 
"My father always tried to stand for the 
finest things in racing and I have ad- 
hered to his principles. I believe it would 
be wrong to be part of a company with a 
Vegas aura." 


ALEXANDER J. MacArthur, racing 


board chairman, said Tuesday he is go- 
ing to find out everything he can about 
Levin, his stock holdings and associates. 
Appearing somewhat disturbed at Le- 
vin's absence from the hearing Tuesday, 
he ordered Levin to appear before the 
hearing June 23. 


Newton Mandel, vice president and 


counsel for Transnation, contacted in the 
firm's New York office yesterday, said 
Levin has no connections with the crime 
syndicate. Concerning implications made 


by a Chicago television commentator, 
Mandel said, "He takes a few true facts 
adds a twist here here and there, throws 
in a few innuendos and makes the whole 
thing sound terrible." 


C. BERNARD CAREY, assistant direc- 


tor of the State Law Enforcement De- 
partment, said he has agents inquiring 
into Levin's background in California 
and New Jersey. Carey said the agents 
in California would investigate whether 
Moe Morton, a Los Angeles associate of 
Levin, has crime syndicate connections. 


Mandel said the only dealings Levin 


has had with Morton was the purchase 
from Morton of the Acapulco Towers Ho- 
tel in Acapulco, Mexico. Mandel said 
Morton was a 50 per cent owner of the 
hotel and the purchase was completely 
legitimate and listed with the Securities 
and

added that Morton was retained by the 
new owners to operate the hotel for the 
remainder of the season but is no longer 
associated with the hotel or Levin.

What is the goal of a summer school 


program? Is it to remediate, enrich or 
both? 


When it was first introduced, the con- 


cept of summer classes was, in most 
cases, aimed at "making up" or "catch- 
ing up." 


However, as educators have broadened 


and refined their goals, summer school 
has been revised in many areas to in- 
clude not only the student who needed 
extra help, but also the gifted child who 
wanted to progress further and the stu- 
dent who wanted to add to his regular 
academic curriculum. 


In Prospect Heights Dist. 23. for ex- 


ample, a child can take the basic aca- 
demic courses such as language arts and 
mathematics, in addition to band, drama 
workshop, visual-audio workshop, art 
and a course for underprivileged chil- 
dren. 


IN DIST. 21. encompassing portions of 


Prospect Heights, Wheeling, Buffalo 
Grove and Arlington Heights, children 
may enroll in orchestra, band, resource 
for Spanish speaking students, homemak- 
ing and practical arts. 


But in River Trails Dist. 26, summer 


students are only offered two of the three 
R's. reading and math, along with first 
grade readiness, enrichment study and 
typing. 


At a school board meeting Tuesday 


evening. Dist. 26 Supt. Winston Harwood 
said his philosophy was to "stay with a 
solid program and not add courses to 
pull In the students." 


Board member Ray Johnson added, 


"arts and crafts belongs to the park dis- 
trict." 


During the discussion, a resident asked 


if the district had sent out a questionnaire 
to see what the residents would like in- 
cluded in a summer curriculum. Har- 
wood said they hadn't but, "relied on a 
academic program, which we know is 
needed." 


AFTER HEARING the superintendent 


and school board members' statements 
on the summer program, it appeared* to 
me they are failing to meet their obliga- 
tion on two counts. 


As the surrounding districts are ex- 


panding their programs, Dist. 26 admin- 
istrators must have asked themselves if 
they wanted to follow suit. Before they 
made their final decision, they should 
have taken the desires of the community 
into consideration. 


Secondly, the district is denying its stu- 


dents the third goal of a summer school 
program — to give them an opportunity 
to add to their academic curriculum. 


Granted, as Johnson pointed out, the 


park district does have an extensive pro- 
gram, including band, arts and crafts 
along with the usual sports activities. 


But there are other courses already in- 


cluded in the school district's regular 
curriculum, such as practical arts and 
home economics, that students should be 
able to study in the summer. During the 
school year, these courses are often over- 
s h a d o w e d by the basic academic 
courses. Summer would give the students 
who are particularly interested in these 
areas an opportunity to study them more 
extensively. 


As a community service, Dist. 26 might 


also offer courses geared to special 
groups such as the underprivileged. 


Finally, the district might introduce 


new, innovative courses to summer stu- 
dents on an experimental basis. 


Summer should be a time when a stu- 


dent can step beyond the three R's and 
concentrate on an extracurricular or 
more creative study, if he so desires. 


But the Dist. 26 summer program is 


not varied enough to allow students this 
choice.

thing sound terrible."

Statement Text 


The Taxpayers for Better Government 


in Elk Grove Township recently released 
a statement criticizing the town board of 
auditors for cutting off aid to 11 families. 


The group is the same which has 


threatened to sue the town board for alle- 
gedly disenfranchising voters over the 
annual town meeting April 14: 


The charges in the statement are ex- 


pected to be answered at tonight's mcet- 
ini? in the town hall The town clerk, 
George Busse, and supervisor, William 
Rohlwing, are withholding comment until 
that time. 


HERE IS THE statement released by 


Mr. and Mrs. Tom Rodgers, of 57 Kes- 
wick, Elk Grove Village: 


On May 25 your office announced that 


general assistance had been cut off in 
the township due to lack of funds. You 
took this action in spite of the fact that 
there were several alternatives available 
to you Illinois State law holds township 
government responsible for giving emer- 
gency aid to needy residents through the 
general assistance program. Since this 
function is not now being fulfilled, we 
would like to receive answers to the fol- 
lowing questions. 


1. On May 28 we informed the township 


supervisor that you can petition Judge 
O'Brien of Circuit Court for release of 
some of the frozen township funds for 
use in giving general assistance. It is 
necessary to show that no funds are now 
available and that there are people in 
need of heip. This action should have 
been taken when it became apparent to 
you that the fund was depleted, thus 
avoiding interruption of services. Instead 
the board has refused to take this ob- 
vious action. Why have you neglected to 
petition the court for this money? 


2. THE 
TOWNSHIP has received 


$10,000 from the state for the sale of 
property. Feeling that a portion of this 
money should be used for aid, we peti- 
tioned you to call a special town meeting 


in order to transfer some of the money 
into the general assistance fund. You re- 
fused to call such a meeting on the ad- 
vice of your attorney who stated that the 
citizens' petition did not comply with the 
law. The law does provide that you, the 
board of auditors, can call a special town 
meeting without being petitioned by the 
residents. We would like to know why 
you have not called the meeting on your 
own as you are empowered to do? 


3. Being concerned for the welfare of 


the needy people who might be turned 
away by your office, we discussed with 
the supervisor and social worker the oth- 
er avenues of emergency aid available in 
this area. We were assured by them that 
aid recipients would be guided to other 
agencies nearby for help. Now in check- 
ing with Norwesco, we find that no one 
has come to them for aid as a result of 
referral from the township office. Have 
you informed by letter the people who 
were cut off earlier than you will refer 
them to other agencies? Are you contin- 
uing to see new applicants to determine 
their eligibility and to refer them to the 
proper agencies for help? If not, have 
you removed the two social workers 
from the payroll? 


IT IS UNFORTUNATE if we have 


drawn the wrong conclusion, but it would 
seem from your inactivity and lack of 
initiative in these matters that you are 
neglecting your responsibilities to the 
citizens of Elk Grove Township. You 
have announced to the newspapers that 
you have cut off general assistance due 
to lack of funds, but we, as private citi- 
zens, have discovered several alterna- 
tives which might alleviate the present 
conditions and which you, our elected of- 
ficials, should have known about. 


Perhaps it is too much to expect creat- 


ive thinking from our township officers. 
But we can expect you to act in good 
faith and to pursue vigorously any course 
of action which might bring prompt re- 
lief in this emergency.

If you've sought admittance to a Chi- 


cago hospital recently and had to wait 
until a bed was available, you may be 
one of the many people suffering reper- 
cussions 
from 
increasing 
"butcher" 


abortions. 


Almost one-fourth of the beds in Cook 


County Hospital alone are occupied by 
women who have attempted illegal abor- 
tion, according to Rev. Wilfred Gustin of 
the Clergy Consultation Service for Prob- 
lem Pregnancies (CCSPP). 


Gustin spoke Tuesday 
before the 


Northwest Suburban chapter of Zero 
Population Growth (ZPG) at the Prince 
of Peace Methodist Church in Elk Grove 
Village. 


Rev. Gustin added, "One Chicago hos- 


pital has treated 5,000 butchered abor- 
tions cases this year." 


It is Rev. Gustin and CCSPP's main 


concern to prevent these butcher abor- 
tions by counseling women until Liber- 
alized abortion laws can be achieved. 


HE EXPLAINED that it is the purpose 


of CCSPP to provide the best medical 
resources possible for those who want to 
abort. He added that the Chicago volun- 
teer service sees approximately 150 
women a week, telling them the alterna- 


tives a woman may take if she is preg- 
nant. This includes abortion, continuing 
the pregnancy, and if pregnant out of 
wedlock, rearing the child as a single 
parent or placing it up for adoption. 


In discussing the recent failure of lib- 


eralized abortion proposals in the state 
legislature, Rev. Gustin commented. 


'•Most of legislation concerning abortion 
has been made by male legislators." 


He added, "Most of the Chrsitian tradi- 


tion pertaining to ethics concerning abor- 
tion was made by male celibate clergy." 


REV. GUSTIN accredited the failure of 


liberalized abortion proposals to legisla- 
tors who fear loss of the Catholic vote. 


"More than 40 per cent of the women 


we counsel are Roman Catholic," he 
said. These statistics have been pre- 
sented to the legislature according to the 
clergyman. 


Rev. Gustin stressed that although 


abortion was often thought of in con- 
junction with population control, he does 
not consider abortion a population con- 
trol method. He said, "It is not a good 
birth control method, but is used when a 
birth control method has failed or when 
there has been no birth control.

Village Probes Control 


Of Private Water Firm 


State statutes exist that would give 


Buffalo Grove officials additional control 
of the privately owned Buffalo Utility Co. 


In a letter to village trustees dated 


June It, Village Atty. Richard Raysa 
pointed out that provisions in the public 
utilities section of the Illinois Revised 
Statutes set up certain steps the village 
can take in order to greatly increase its 
regulatory powers over the utility. 


Raysa's letter was prompted by the 


water shortage suffered by the thousands 
of village residents who are served by 
the privately owned utility. When the wa- 
ter shortage hit, village officials said 
they were able to do little besides file a 
complaint with the Illinois Commerce 
C o m m i s s i o n (ICC). Village officials 
pointed out it was the ICC not the village 
that regulated the utility. 


IN MIS LETTER Raysa said. "A num- 


ber of years back when the matter of 
shortage of water supply appeared in the 
section of the village serviced by the ... 
utility company (privately owned by the 
Buffalo Utility Co.) I suggested that the 
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Tests to be made this morning will de- 


termine whether Buffalo Grove residents 
served by the Buffalo Utility Co. will 
have to boil their drinking water after 
today, according to Steven Nick of the 
Cook County Department of Public 
Health. 


Residents have been cautioned to boil 


their drinking water since late last week. 
The warning was issued by the Illinois 
Department of Public Health. Low water 
pressure in the utility company's water 
lines resulted in the warning. 


Pressure was restored, for the most 


part last weekend, when utility company 
crews reinstalled the pumping apparatus 
for an auxiliary well. 


STATE AND county health officials 


had said last week the warning would 


village could secure more control of the 
said utility by the adoption by referen- 
dum of Article VI of Chapter 111 2/3 of 
the Illinois Revised Statutes." 


Raysa said "the authority of the vil-

Nick said 
the organisms were not disease produc- 
ing. However, their presence in the wa- 
ter indicated disease-producing organ- 
isms could also get into the water. As a 
result, the warning to boil drinking water 
will remain in effect until more samples 
are tested. 


Nick said yesterday afternoon that re- 


sults of the latest tests would be ready 
sometime today. Until then residents are 
cautioned to boil their drinking water. 


least 25 per cent of the voters who cast a 
ballot in the last village president elec- 
tion must sign a petition calling for a 
referendum on the article. 


If the petition is filed with the village 


clerk, the proposal would be on the ballot 
next April, when village elections will be 
held. 


RAYSA SAID Monday he had pointed 


out the provisions in the statutes to a 
previous village board. However, the 
board failed to act on the matter. 


Raysa, in his letter, noted, "The ICC 


has jurisdiction over the Buffalo Utility 
Co. and has the power to regulate quan- 
tity, quality and adequacy of water sup- 
ply including requiring additions and ex- 
tensions to facilities. Obviously this has 
not been done despite repeated com- 
plaints." 


Raysa also suggested to the village 


board in his letter that complaints be 
filed against the utih'ty under certain oth- 
er state statutes. He concluded his letter, 
saying, "the more complaints filed with 
that board (the State Department of 
Public Health), the better." 


Tom Stack, a representative of the 


ICC, acknowledged last Friday that pro- 
visions existed under which villages 
could gain greater control of privately 
owned utilities in their areas. He added 
however, he knew of municipalities in 
the state that had exercised that power. 


Raysa said ht notified the trustees by 


letter of the article that could give the 
village greater control over the utility 
because he was unable to attend Mon- 
day's village board meeting. 


At that meeting, trustees voted to have 


a formal complaint filed against the utili- 
ty company with the ICC. The complaint 
will result in an ICC hearing on the wa- 
ter shortage. 


Trustees did not discuss Raysa's letter 


at the meeting Monday. Not all of them 
had seen it at that point. However, 
Trustee Henry Cimaglio said yesterday, 
"If this thing would give us greater con- 
trol over the utility, you'd better believe 
I'll bring it up next Monday."

He Walked On The Mouth Of Hell-For Film 


by SUE CARSON 


Ever walked across hot lava, lived 


with Finnish seal hunters visited Indians 
of British Columbia, or witnessed an 
earthquake in Turkey? 


Ulf Backstrom of Wheeling has done 


all of these things and more. 


A movie producer and photographer 


for Encyclopedia Britannica Films, the 
soft-spoken native of Finland has trav- 
eled all over the globe recording history 
in the making. 


He and his Finnish-born wife and their 


three children live in a comfortable 
apartment filled with mementos collect- 
ed during his nearly 20 years in the film 
business. 


One of Backstrom's more exciting but 


harrowing experiences occurred last 
summer when he filmed the eruption of 
the volcano Kilauea on the island of 
Hawaii. 


BACKSTROM AND TWO other photo- 


graphers from Encyclopedia Britannica 
were in Hawaii for eight weeks. During 
that time they filmed a volcanic erup- 
tion, judged by many experts to be one 
of the biggest in the island's history. 


"We didn't know when we went over 


that this was going to happen," the 
bearded 
photographer recalled. "We 


went there expecting'to film some less 
spectacular eruptions. 


"We had been there about three weeks 


when we woke up one night to the sound 
of Kilauea erupting. We packed up our 
equipment and started toward it. It was 
difficult going because I was carrying 
about 100 pounds of camera equipment." 


The three men climbed almost to the 


mouth of the volcano, closer than anyone 
else had previously come to it while it 
was erupting. The result was a half-hour 
documentary film showing some of the 
most fantastic shots ever made of an ac- 
tive volcano. 


"I SUR EWAS scared. We all were." 


Backstrom recalled. "The lava reached 
a temperature of 2,000 degrees and we 
had to be so careful that nothing would 
fall on us. It was so hot that I burned 
three pairs of shoes. I lost a lot of weight 
too." 


Backstrom became interested in movie 


photography in the early 1950's when he 
was still living in Finland.

Western Industries. The transaction was 
estimated at that time to be worth about 
$25 million to Mrs. Everett. 


After that merger CTE fell under the 


real estate division of Gulf & Western. In 
the fall of 1%9 Gulf & Western "spun 
off" the real estate dibision into an inde- 
pendent company, Gulf & Western Land 
and Development Co. 


Levin, then president and chief execu- 


tive of Gulf & Western, at that time 
traded approximately 595.000 shares of 
Gulf St Western holdings plus 100,000 war- 
rants for about 900,000 common shares of 
Gulf & Western Land and Development 
Co., stock and $2,329.396 in cash. The 
name of the new company was later 
changed to the Transnation Development 
Co. 


IN MARCH 1970 Mrs. Everett, whose 


family had controlled the two tracks for 
35 years, was removed from her job as 
managing director of Arlington Park, 
and two months later Levin was named 
acting president of CTE. 


Among the many Gulf & Western hold- 


ings are: Taylor Forge Inc., in the Ci- 
cero area; New Jersey Zinc; the Univer- 
sal American Corp.; Paramount Studios; 


South Puerto Rican Sugar Co.; Dot 
Records; and Desilu Studios. 


The Transnation Development Co. an- 


nounced yesterday an "agreement in 
principle" to a proposed merger between 
the conglomerate and the M a d i s o n 
Square Garden Corp., of New York. 


A Transnation spokesman noted that 


Philip J. Levin would be principal officer 
and substantial stockholder in the com- 
pany. 


The Madison Square Carden Corp., 


owns and operates the New York Knicks 
of the National Basketball Association 
and the New York Rangers of the Nation- 
al Hockey League. 


Transnation now owns Arlington Park 


and Washington Park race tracks. The 
company resulting from the merger 
would control about 63 per cent of the 
stock of Roosevelt Raceway, one of the 
largest harness tracks in the country. 


The investigation into Levin's con- 


nections apparently arose after Mrs. Ev- 
erett said in February that Levin owned 
stock in the Parvin-Dohrman Corp. Par- 
vin-Dohrman, now known as Recrion 
Corp., has interest in three Las Vegas 
casinos. Mrs. Everett said at that time, 
"My father always tried to stand for the 
finest things in racing and 1 have ad- 
hered to his principles. I believe it would 
be wrong to be part of a company with a 
Vegas aura." 


ALEXANDER J. MacArthur, racing 


board chairman, said Tuesday he is go- 
ing to find out everything he can about 
Levin, his stock holdings and associates. 
Appearing somewhat disturbed at Le- 
vin's absence from the hearing Tuesday, 
he ordered Levin to appear before the 
hearing June 23. 


Newton Mandel, vice president and 


counsel for Transnation, contacted in the 
firm's New York office yesterday, said 
Levin has no connections with the crime 
syndicate. Concerning implications made 


by a Chicago television commentator, 
Mandel said, "He takes a few true facts 
adds a twist here here and there, throws 
in a few innuendos and makes the whole 
thing sound terrible." 


C. BERNARD CAREY, assistant direc- 


tor of the State Law Enforcement De- 
partment, said he has agents inquiring 
into Levin's background in California 
and New Jersey. Carey said the agents 
in California would investigate whether 
Moe Morton, a Los Angeles associate of 
Levin, has crime syndicate connections.

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He Walked On The Mouth 


Of Hell-For A Movie 


by SUE CARSON 


Ever walked across hot lava, lived 


with Finnish seal hunters visited Indians 
of British Columbia, or witnessed 
an 


earthquake in Turkey? 


t'lf Bnckstrnm of Wheeling has done 


all of these things and more. 


A movie producer and photographer 


for Encyclopedia Britannica Films, the 
soft-spoken native of Finland has trav- 
eled all over the globe recording history 
in the making 


He and his Finnish-born wife and their 


three children live in a comfortable 
apartment filled with mementos collect- 
ed during his nearly 20 years in the film 
business. 


One of Backstrom's more exciting but 


harrowing experiences occurred 
last 


summer when he filmed the eruption of 
the volcano Kilauea on the island of 
Hawaii. 


BACKSTROM AND TWO other photo- 


graphers from Encyclopedia Britannica 
were in Hawaii for eight weeks. During 
that time they filmed a volcanic erup- 
tion, judged by many experts to be one 
of the biggest in the island's history. 


"We didn't know when we went over 


that this was going to happen," the 
bearded 
photographer recalled. "We 


went there expecting to film some less 
spectacular eruptions. 


"We had been there about three weeks 


when we woke up one night to the sound 
of Kilauea erupting. We packed up our 
equipment and started toward it. It was 
difficult going because I was carrying 
about 100 pounds of camera equipment." 


The three men climbed almost to the 


mouth of the volcano, closer than anyone 
else had previously come to it while it 
was erupting. The result was a half-hour 
documentary film showing some of the 
most fantastic shots ever made of an ac- 
tive volcano. 


"I SUR EWAS scared. We all were," 


Backstrom recalled. "The lava reached 
a temperature of 2,000 degrees and we 
had to be so careful that nothing would 
fall on us. It was so hot that I burned 


Horcher Studies Program 


Wheeling Police Chief M. 0. Horcher 


favors the "broad concepts" of the 
Wheeling Youth Commission's proposed 
program for rehabilitating juveniles in- 
volved in malicious mischief, vandalism, 
and other lesser crimes. 


However, in a report to Wheeling's vil- 


lage board Horcher pointed up some of 
the shortcomings and potential problems 
which must be ironed out if the program 
i,s to be adopted. 


The program now up for approval by 


the village board, would provide for 
members of the youth commission to be 
assigned to specific juveniles as advi- 
sors. 


Horcher noted in his report, however, 


that the qualifications of adults partici- 
pating in the program must be docu- 
mented if the anticipated results and 
Eoals are to bo met. 


HE Qt ESTIONED whether the village 


had any statutory authority to undertake 
such a program, explaining that the pro- 
posed program "parallels, supplements 
and in many ways replaces the present 
youth and juvenile court procedures." 


Horcher suggested the village should 


have the written approval of the juvenile 
court division of the Cook County Circuit 
Court and state and village prosecutors 
before the program is begun. 


Horcher also pointed out that the pro- 


gram's organizational setup must be fit 
into the village government's structure. 


The chief noted the question of whether 


the program would be under the direc- 
tion of the village manager or someone 
else has not been decided. 


He listed seven points he thought the 


village board should consider before ap- 
proving the program. 


They included the criminal liability in- 


volved, the civil and constitutional rights 
liabilities involved, the precedents being

set and established; and the effect of in- 
ternal relations on the program and re- 
lated agencies. Other points were the 
comprehensive financial conditions and 
cost, public relations and reactions, and 
the special interests of involved persons 
and agencies. 


HORCHER NOTED that because of the 


"youth and children who would be affect- 
ed by and possibly have their whole lives 
changed in one way or another by such a 
program, only the best qualified person- 
nel and approaches to youth programs 
should be allowed." He recommended 
that continued training and education 
with specific learning capabilities be re- 
quired of all persons participating on the 
program. 


The proposed program would provide 


for referrals of youths to the commission 
from the police department and princi- 
pals of Dist. 21 and 214 schools. It was 
drawn up and submitted to the village 
board two weeks ago by the youth com- 
mission after a year of work. 


P l a n n e d development zoning was 


granted to a proposed townhouse and 
apartment complex on the Zale property 
in western Wheeling Monday by Wheel- 
ing's village board.

photography in the early 1950's when he 
was still living in Finland. 


" I don't, knpw why, really. It was just 


something I wanted to do," he explained. 


One of his first films was a documenta- 


ry on seal hunting in Finland. Backstrom 
actually lived with a group of primitive I 
seal hunters on the frozen waters several 
miles from the Finnish coast, recording 
' 


their d^ily activities. 


"It's difficult to make an accurate 


movie about a people unless you actually 
live among them. These people have a 
hard and dangerous life. If something 
had happened to us out there we really 
could have been in trouble, for the main- 
land and civilization were miles away," 
he said in a soft Finnish accent. 


THE SCRIPT for the documentary was 


written by Backstrom's attractive blond 
wife, la, a former journalist. 


Backstrom did several other Finnish 


documentaries and then teamed up with 
Finnish film maker Eric Blomberg for a 
full-length feature movie, "White Rein- 
deer," which won a prize at the Cannes 
Film Festival. 


Backstrom made additional films with 


Blomberg, both documentaries and fea- 
ture movies. Then nine years ago he and 
his family moved to the United States 
and settled in Wheeling. 


His son, Orn and daughter, Annica, at- 


tend Holmes Junior High School. Another 
daughter, Helena, is a student at Whit- 
man Elementary School. 


Backstrom did free-lance documentary 


and news filming for NBC and CBS tele- 
vision and some commercials. He said 
one of the highlights of this period in his 
career was filming a program on religion 
in Chicago forthe CBS series "I See Chi- 
cago." 


Five years ago Backstrom began work- 


ing for Encyclopedia Britannica in Chi- 
cago. In his most recent assignment he 
returned from Turkey where he filmed 
an earthquake. He is now editing the 
film so it can be made into a documenta- 
ry. 


BACKSTROM'S APARTMENT is filled 


with objects he has collected during his 
many travels. The items — an Indian 
ceremonial mask from the province of 
British Columbia in northwest Canada, a 
painting given him by a Mexican artist 
whom he made a documentary about, a 
piece of Hawaiian lava. 


Although pleased with the films he has 


completed, Backstrom has long had an 
idea for a film he would eventually like 
to make. 


"I know a white pastor on the south 


side of Chicago who built a church with 
the members of his black congregation. 
They built the church entirely with their 
own funds which they raised through 
many different projects. They even grew 
apples and sold them to raise the mon- 
ey," he explained. 


"The fact that these people are learn- 


ing to support themselves and their 
church through their own business proj- 
ects intrigues me. If I can find the time, 
someday I'd like to make a movie about 
it." 


HOME MOVIES are something spe- 
cial when they are movies photo- 
graphed by Ulf Backstrom of Wheel- 
ing. Backstrom has traveled around 


the world with his camera during his 
career 
as a professional photo- 


grapher. 


Village Has 'Auto Power* 


Abandoned cars which litter Wheel- 


ing's landscape can be removed more 
easily by local authorities because of a 
new ordinance enacted by the village 
board Monday. 


The ordinance is a model ordinance 


drawn up by an Illinois Municipal 
League committee headed by Wheeling 
Village Atty. Paul Hamer. 


The new law, based on new statutes 


passed in the last session of the state 
legislature, will increase village pow- 
ers to remove abandoned and inoper- 
able motor vehicles from roadways 
and private property in the village. 


The village's new ordinance, which 


will take effect July 1, will eliminate 
the need for a "junking permit" before 
a car can be disposed of. 


The new law will not apply to an- 


tique cars more than 25 years old. 


THE NEW ORDINANCE provides 


the means to auction off cars or have 
them destroyed as junk, depending on 
their age. 


Under the ordinance, any car which 


cannot be driven, which has not been 


moved for seven days, and is apparent- 
ly deserted, may be towed away on an 
order issued by the police chief. 


If the abandoned car was located on 


private property, the property is re- 
quired to notify the chief. An order for 
the removal would then be issued. 


Cars abandoned on a highway could 


be towed away if the chief so ordered, 
immediately if they were causing a 
traffic hazard, or after 10 hours if they 
were not hazardously parked. 


An owner could redeem his car by 


paying towing costs. 


Cars seven-years-old or newer would 


be held for 30 days and then sold at a 
public sale. 


The police would have to follow 


procedures set up in the ordinance to 
attempt to notify the car's owner be- 
fore removing the car. 


CARS MORE than seven years old 


could be disposed of as junk after sim- 
ilar notification and waiting periods. 


Persons abandoning cars in the vil- 


lage could be fined $500 a day under 
the ordinance's provisions. 


Water Company Control Probed 
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State statutes exist that would give 


Buffalo Grove officials additional control 
of the privately owned Buffalo Utility Co. 


In a letter to village trustees dated 


June 11, Village Atty. Richard Raysa 
pointed out that provisions in the public 
utilities section of the Illinois Revised 
Statutes set up certain steps the village 
can take in order to greatly increase its 
regulatory powers over the utility. 


Raysa's letter was prompted by the 


water shortage suffered by the thousands 
of village residents who are served by 
the privately owned utility. When the wa- 
ter shortage hit, village officials said 
they were able to do little besides file a 
complaint with the Illinois Commerce 
C o m m i s s i o n (ICC). Village officials 


pointed out it was the ICC not the village 
that regulated the utility. 


IN HIS LETTER Raysa said, "A num- 


ber of years back when the matter of 
shortage of water supply appeared in the 
section of the village serviced by the ... 
utility company (privately owned by the 
Buffalo Utility Co.) I suggested that the 
village could secure more control of the 
said utility by the adoption by referen- 
dum of Article VI of Chapter 111 2/3 of 
the Illinois Revised Statutes." 


Raysa said "the authority of the vil- 


lage, if the article is adopted, supercedes 
the powers of the ICC with regard to," 
among other things "regulation of quali- 
ty, adequacy and safety and requiring 
necessary additions and extensions to fa- 
cilities." 


To adopt the article giving the village 


increased authority over the utility, at 
least 25 per cent of the voters who cast a 
ballot in the last village president elec- 
tion must sign a petition calling for a 
referendum on the article. 


If the petition is filed with the village 


clerk, the proposal would be on the ballot 
next April, when village elections will be 
held. 


RAYSA SAID Monday he had pointed 


out the provisions in the statutes to a 
previous village board. However, the 
board failed to act on the matter. 


Raysa, in his letter, noted, "The ICC 


has jurisdiction over the Buffalo Utility 
Co. and has the power to regulate quan- 


tity, quality and adequacy of water sup- 
ply including requiring additions and ex- 
tensions to facilities. Obviously this has 
not been done despite repeated com- 
plaints." 


Raysa also suggested to the village 


board in his letter that complaints be 
filed against the utility under certain oth- 
er state statutes. He concluded his letter, 
saying, "the more complaints filed with 
that board (the State Department of 
Public Health), the better." 


Tom Stack, a representative of the 


ICC, acknowledged last Friday that pro- 
visions existed under which villages 
could gain greater control of privately 
owned utilities in their areas. He added 
however, he knew of municipalities in 


the state that had exercised that power. 


Raysa said ht notified the trustees by 


letter of the article that could give the 
village greater control over the utility 
because he was unable to attend Mon- 
day's village board meeting. 


At that meeting, trustees voted to have 


a formal complaint filed against the utili- 
ty company with the ICC. The complaint 
will result in an ICC hearing on the wa- 
ter shortage. 


Trustees did not discuss Raysa's letter 


at the meeting Monday. Not all of them 
had seen it at that point. However, 
Trustee Henry Cimaglio said yesterday, 
"If this thing would give us greater con- 
trol over the utility, you'd better believe 
I'll bring it up next Monday."

$25 million to Mrs. Everett, 


After that merger CTE fell under the 


real estate division of Gulf & Western. In 
the fall of 1969 Gulf &• Western "spun 
off" the real estate dibision into an inde- 
pendent company, Gulf & Western Land 
and Development Co. 


Levin, then president and chief execu- 


tive of Gulf & Western, at that time 
traded approximately 595,000 shares of 
Gulf & Western holdings plus 100,000 war- 
rants for about 900,000 common shares of 
Gulf & Western Land and Development 
Co., stock and $2,329,396 in cash. The 
name of the new company was later 
changed to the Transnation Development 
Co. 


IN MARCH 1970 Mrs. Everett, whose 


family had controlled the two tracks for 
35 years, was removed from her job as 
managing director of Arlington Park, 
and two months later Levin was named 
acting president of CTE. 


Among the many Gulf & Western hold- 


ings are: Taylor Forge Inc., in the Ci- 
cero area; New Jersey Zinc; the Univer- 
sal American Corp.; Paramount Studios; 


South Puerto Rican Sugar 
Records; and Desilu Studios.

The Transnation Development Co. an- 


nounced yesterday an "agreement in 
principle" to a proposed merger between 
the conglomerate and the M a d i s o n 
Square Garden Corp., of New York. 


A Transnation spokesman noted that 


Philip J. Levin would be principal officer 
and substantial stockholder in the com- 
pany. 


The Madison Square Garden Corp., 


owns and operates the New York Knicks 
of the National Basketball Association 
and the New York Rangers of the Nation- 
al Hockey League, 


Transnation now owns Arlington Park 


and Washington Park race tracks. The 
company resulting from the merger 
would control about 63 per cent of the 
stock of Roosevelt Raceway, one of the 
largest harness tracks in the country. 


The investigation into Levin's con- 


nections apparently arose after Mrs. Ev- 
erett said in February that Levin owned 
stock in the Parvin-Dohrman Corp. Par- 
vin-Dohrman, now known as Recrion 
Corp., has interest in three Las Vegas 
casinos. Mrs. Everett said at that time, 
"My father always tried to stand for the 
finest things in racing and I have ad- 
hered to his principles. I believe it would 
be wrong to be part of a company with a 
Vegas aura." 


ALEXANDER J. MacArthur, racing 


board chairman, said Tuesday he is go- 
ing to find out everything he can about 
Levin, his stock holdings and associates. 
Appearing somewhat disturbed at Le- 
vin's absence from the hearing Tuesday, 
he ordered Levin to appear before 'the 
hearing June 23. 


Newton Mandel, vice president and 


counsel for Transnation, contacted in the 
firm's New York office yesterday, said 
Levin has no connections with the crime 
syndicate. Concerning implications made 


by a Chicago television commentator, 
Mandel said, "He takes a few true facts 
adds a twist here here and there, throws 
in a few innuendos and makes the whole 
thing sound terrible." 


C. BERNARD CAREY, assistant direc- 


tor of the State Law Enforcement De- 
partment, said he has agents inquiring 
into Levin's background in California 
and New Jersey. Carey said the agents 
in California would investigate whether 
Moe Morton, a Los Angeles associate of 
Levin, has crime syndicate connections. 


Mandel said the only dealings Levin 


has had with Morton was the purchase 
from Morton of the Acapulco Towers Ho- 
tel in Acapulco, Mexico. Mandel said 
Morton was a 50 per cent owner of the 
hotel and the purchase was completely 
legitimate and listed with the Securities

added that Morton was retained by the 
new owners to operate the hotel for the 
remainder of the season but is no longer 
associated with the hotel or Levin.

OVER 100,000 men fought in the Battle 


of Shiloh, including about 40,000 Southern 
troops and 60,000 Union soldiers Gen. U. 
S Grant was the North commander in 
the battle, and Gen. Albert Sidney John- 
ston commanded the Rebel soldiers. 


Johnston was killed during the battle, 
which contributed to the South's eventual 
loss of the war. 


"The North won the battle," Stillmank 


observed. "But the South put up a good 
fight. The North was lucky. Prestiss' 
troops held off the South's attack in the 
Hornet's Nest. And 25,000 Union soldiers 
led by General Buell arrived on April 7 
to help Grant. These reinforcementsts 
turned the tide." 


According to the Conant graduate, the 


North was caught unprepared for a ma- 
jor battle by Johnston 


"GRANT WAS RATHER negligent of 


his troops at Shiloh," the youth con- 
tended. "He had himself in a bad spot. 
He didn't have any entrenchments, and 
he was boxed in by water, the Tennessee 
River and another river. There were no 
defensive positions put up." 


When a Northern officer warned Wil- 


liam T. Sherman of Southern activity on 
his front, Sherman snapped, "Take your 
damn regiment back to Ohio, There is no 
e n e m y nearer than Corinth (Mis- 
sissippi)." 


The objective of Johnston's attack was 


to attack Grant's army before Buell's 
army arrived. The victorious side would 


be able to control the Tennessee River 
area. 


On Sunday, April 6, the South began 


their attack at 6 a.m., advancing three 
lines deep from the thick woods in the

That leaves only $35,000 of the original 


$80,000 far below the $48,160 Schapanski 
predicted in early January would be 
needed for complete barn renovation.

Other were eating breakfast 
or washing. Many guns were unloaded. 


Stillmank credits Benjamin Prestiss, a 


Union leader, with playing a major role 
in the North's victory at Shiloh. Prentiss 
commanded the Union soldiers holding 
"The Hornet's Nest " 


Although Pre»tiss' forces eventually 


surrendered after being outnumbered, 
said Stillmank. this contingent of Union 
soldiers held off the South's assault and 
prevented them from breaking through 
Grant's line until defenses were organ- 
r/ixl and Northern reinforcements ar- 
rived April 7 to join the battle. Artillery 
fire against the South was also success- 
ful 
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nickname because of the killing fire from 
the Union forces there. 


Many of the untrained Union soldiers 


panicked and ran during the battle, noted 
the youth, recalling Stephen Crane's sto- 
ry of "The Red Badge of Courage." 


"The additional forces that arrived to 


help Grant made the difference in the 
victory for the North," he said. 


In explaining his Civil War battle scene
